NATIONAL RAILWAY. 


Government Nearing a Decision 
Re. Quebec-Winnipeg Line. 


INDICATIONS STRONG FOR IT. 


Bir William Mulock, Who Favors 8 Pub- 
Ucly-Owned Road Brom the Ancient 
Clty to Winnipeg, Conducts the 
Negotlations—Forty-Elght Hours 
May Witness OMolal Announce- 
ment of Government Pollcy. 


Ottawa, June 30.—Messrs. Hays 
and Wainwright conferred with the 
Government yesterday morning, and 
last night had a lengthy consulta- 
tion with the Postmaster-General. 
As Sir Willfam Mulock is said to 
strongly favor ‘the Government build- 
ing a line from Quebec to Winnipeg, 
4t is most significant that he should 
bo entrusted with the negotiations. 
The probability is that the Govern- 
ment and tho ropresenfatives of the 
Grand Trunk are nearer a conclusion 
now than at any time beforo, and 
that the next 48 hours will witness 
the long-looked-for official announce- 
ment of Government policy. Many of 
the Ministerialists, in fact a good 
majority, are hoping that the Goy- 
ernment will announce their inten- 
tion of building the Quebec-Winnipeg 
section. The indications last night 
pointed very strongly in that direc- 
tion, but the final exchange of views 
has not yet taken place. Until that 
has been done it cannot be said that 
a decision binding upon anybody has 
been reached. A report was in cir- 
culation to-day that the matter 
would be laid ovor until next ses- 
sion, but this probably originated 
from the fact that the negotiations 
have consumed considerable time, 
With apparently unimportant re- 
sults, but in reality the negotiations 
‘have been of an earnest and serious 
character. Propositions and coun/ 
4er-propositions have been put for- 
‘ward and discussed. _ The exchange 
of views has necessarily required sev- 
eral conferences, but there i< reason 
to beliove that the matter has al- 
most reached its final stage, and 
that the public will soon know whe- 
ther tho principle of Government 
ownership is to prevail. At present 
the putlook in that regard is most 
Promising. 


THE C. N. R. AID. 


As to Transportation Policy Government 
Has Reached No Decision Yet, 


Ottawa, June 30.—Replying to Mr. 
Thompson of North Grey in the 
House yesterday, Mr. Prefontaine 
stated that during the past six 
years the repairs on the steamer 
Bayfield amounted to $6,571 The 
Steamer was sold in March to John 
Harrison of Owen Sound for $3,250. 

Mr. Wilson was informed by tho 


| Minister of the Interior that $20,000 


Was advanced to the Doukhobors in 
1899. None of the loan has been re- 
paid. Interest at the rate of five 
per cent. will be charged, and it is 
intended to make the amount of 
charge against the homesteads of tho 
Persons assisted. 

Sir Richard Cartwright stated that 
the first inspector of binder twine 
appointed was Joseph L. Haycock. 
He will bo employed most of the 
year. His traveling expenses are 
borne by tho Government. 

County Judges. 


Mr. Hl. Lennox called attention to 
the reported appointment of C. W. 
Coulter, K.G., to the county judge- 
ship of Haldimand. He said the 
question of appointing judges te the 
county in which they lived had been 
discussed before, and he asked the 
Government to state its policy in 
this respect. 

Mr. Fitzpatrick replied that resolu- 
tions concerning county court judges 
would soon be brought before tho 
House_and the subject could be dis- 
cussed then. 

Deals With Cigarottes. 

Mr, ‘Vitzpatrick introduced a bill 
to amend the criminal code. Ho ox- 
plained that the amendments related 
only to details in the criminal code 
and that no gencral principle was in- 
volved. 

Mr. E. PF. Clarke asked if tho 
amondmonts bore any relation to the 
bill introduced by Senator Lougheed 
in the Senate. Mr. Fitzpatrick re- 
plied that his bill had been drawn 
up without any reference to the 
Lougheed bill. 

“Does the bill deat with cigar 
ettes?’’ asked Mr. Henderson of Hal- 
ton. , 

“T may say,” replied the Minister 
of Justice, “‘that there is a clause in 
the bill dealing with cigarettes.”’ 

Insurance Company's Stock. 

The House went into committee on 
the bill respecting the Central Life 
Insuranco Company. Mr. Walter 
Scott moved that subscribers to the 
Stock of the company should bo held 
maut 10r ce oniance or tnelr snares 
notwithstanding the extension of 
timo granted in the bill. He said the 
conditions under which the stock 
was subscribed might be changed by 
the logislation and ho desired to 
safoguard their interests. ‘They 
have been told,’ said Mr. Scott, 
“that if tho oxtension is granted 
they will be pursued tn tho courts for 
tho balanco of their shares.’’ 

Mr. Morrison, who has tho Dill in 
charge, objected to the amendment, 
and his objection was sustained by 
the House. 0 

The bill to incorporate the Alliance 
Bank was read a second time. 

The Grand Trank Pacific.

We have a 
right to know whether tho Govern- 
ment has made up its mind to leave 
the quostion of 4@ transcontinental 
railway entirely in the hands of pri- 
vate individuals or companies aiding 
them, o3 may secm reasonable, or 
whether it is proposed to extend the 
Intercolonial Reilway westward.’’ 

Tho Minister of Railways satd 
that tho question of aid to railways 
has no connection with a general 
transportation policy. The Canad- 
fan Northern head not been aided 
from tho standpoint of a transcon- 
tinental road. It had never asked 
to be considered as a transcontinen- 
tal project. “‘We want these lines to 
be built with all possible expedien- 
cy,”’ snid Mr. Blair. “We want its 
promoters to be placed in a position 
to finance the lings, and to that 
DUFDOSe we ara than’? 
“mr.-Didir safd/that the construc- 
tion of another road north of the 
Canadian Northern would ir no way 
affect the lines that are being aided 
by a guarantee of bonds. fe Was 
not prepared to make a definite and 
detailed statement of the Govern- 
ment’s policy on the Grand Trunk 
Pacific project. Therefore he would 
make no announcement at all. Tho 
Government, Mr. Blair declared, was 
anxious to take the House into its 
confidence, but {t could not do 50 
yet. He could not yet say whether 
Parliament would be asked to take 
action in the matter of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific this session or whether 
the consideration of the question 
would be deferred. He hoped to bo 
able to make a statement in a few 
days. 

Mr. Clurke said the Government 
should now announce some definite 
conclusion as to its transportation 
policy, or frankly tell the House 
it had no policy to announce. 


“T have nothing to add to the 
statement already made on this 
subject,’’ Mr. Blair replied, ‘which 


was that the Government had not 
sufficiently matured its plans to lay 
them before Parliament.’’ 

Mr. Blair said that a condition pre- 
venting amalgamation with the C.P. 
R. existed in the original charter of 
the Ontario and Rainy MRliver Rail- 
Way, and in the Canadian Northern 
arrangement with the Manitoba Gov- 
ernment there was a stipulation for- 
bidding amalgamation with a United 
States railway. 

Mr. Tarte insisted upon the advisa- 
bility of inserting a clause to pre- 
vent amalgamation with an Amoeri- 
can railway. = 


Mr. Sifton Speaks. 


Mr. Sifton said he sympathized 
with Mr. Tarte in his desire to have 
Canadian products transported 
through Canadian channels, But ho 
also agrecd with Mr. Blair that the 
practical way to affect that was to 
make the Canadian the most advan- 
tageous route. He submitted that 
there was no more danger of the 
Canadian Northern amalgamating 
With an American road because it 
went through 50 miles of the State 
of Minnesota to reach Port Arthur 
than there was of the C.P.R. Rail- 
Way amalgamating with an Ameri- 
Can corporation because it ran 
through part of the State of Maino 
to reach St. John. 

Mr. Davis moved an amendment to 
clause seyen that the Government 
should have power at any time to 
take over the >Jines covered by the 
guarantee of bonds. 

Mr. Blair said he could not con- 
Sent to this amendment until he had 
consulted with his colleagues. The 
clause was allowed to stand. 

The committee reported progress. 

Railway Labor Disputes. 

The amendments made by the Sen- 
ate to the bill to aid in the settlo- 
ment of railway labor disputes were 
considered. All thesc amendments Sir 
William Mulock endorsed, with the 
exception of the one providing that 
witnesses shall be paid for attending 
arbitrations.

MAY LEAD TO WAR. 


Turkey Is Straininc Bulgaria by Latitude 
Allowed the Troops. 


London, June 80.—A despatch 
from Vienna to The Morning Leader 
says the situation in the vilayet of 
Adrianople is very grave. There are 
mapy indications that Bulgaria and 
Turkey regard an outbreak of war 
as a probable contingency. It {s re- 
liably stated that the Turkish auth- 
orities are organizing a regular per- 
secution of the Bulgarian inhabi- 
tants, their villages being razed to 
the ground, and many notable Bul- 
garians- being imprisoned on slight 
pretexts. The Turkish troops in the 
vilayet number 120,000.- ¢

Memorial to Bessemer. 

London, June 30.—An influential 
mocting took place at the Mansion 
House yesterday to discuss the erec- 
tion of a memorial to Sir Henry 
Bessemer, tho Mnglish inventor, - to- 
wards which Andrew Carnegie  re- 
cently promised to make a substan- 
tial subscription. It was resolved 
that the memorial take the form of 
completely equipped metallurgical 
teaching and research works, to be 
located in London. 


DUTIES ON TOBACCO. 


Exciso on the Forelgn Leaf Has Been 
Largely Increas=d- 


Ottawa, June 30—Important regu- 
lations have been adopted by the 
Government for tho protection of Ca- 
nadian tobacco. At present foreign 
raw leaf pays an excise duty of 10 
to 14 cents, whether used for the 
manufacture of tobacco, cigarettes or 
cigars. On ane aiter tho Ist of 
July forcign raw leaf tobacco will 
also pay the following rates: ‘Except 
when used in the manufacture of ci- 
garettes, 20 cents per pound on un- 
stemmed leaf and 2S cents per pound 
on stemmed; when taken for the 
manufacture of cigarettes S74 cents 
per pound on unstemmed leaf; and 53 
cents per pound on stemmed; when 
taken for uso in the manufacture of 
cigars 16 cents par pound on un- 
Stemmod leaf, and 23 cents per pound 
on stemmed."” 


Licenses For Yukon. 


Ottawa, June 30—J. K. Barrett, 
Inspector of Inland Revenue for the 
Winnipeg district, has, in addition 
to his present position, been appoint- 
ed Inspector of Malt Houses and 
Broweries of the Dominion. 

An Order-in-Council has been pass- 
ed giving tho Minister of Inland Rey- 
enue power to issue licenses for man- 
ufacturers of beer and other malt 
liauors In the Yukon.

THE COLONIAL SECRETARY. 


His Part in the Imperial Unity Idea Ac- 
eording to Prime Minister Balfour— 
Mr. Chamberlain Dined by The 
Constitutional Clab and Pre 
sented With an Address En- 
closed in a Casket. 


London, June 24—The Constitutional 
Club to-day entertained Colonial Secretary 
Chamberlain at Ioncheon and presented him 
with an address enclosed In a casket, in 
recognition of his services to~the nation 
Premler Balfour made the presentation 
speech. Referring to Mr. Chamberlain's 
fiscal proposals, he sald {t would be absolute 
folly for the Conseryatlye-Dalonist party to 
make opinions on economic questions a test 
of party loyalty. The present economic 
position of the country demanded the most 
careful consideration. It must not be sup- 
poses that, because self-government had 

een glyen to the colonies, these could 
be regarded as separate political entities. 
On ‘the contrary, they were Integral por- 
| tons of the British empire. ale question! 

at Issue was not new. But Mr. ber- 
1 po more than any man, dead or lying, 
1 d given life to the expression of the idea 
of imperial unity: 

Mr, Chamberlain recelyed a remarkable 
ovation whép he rose to reply. The Colonial 
Secretary opened his remarks with repudl- 
ating the suggestions of personal competi- 
tlon between himself and Mr. Balfour, re 
marking that he could not concelye any oc- 
currence that could shake the political 2s- 
Soclation and friendship existing between 
them.

‘TRAGEDY AT CLOYNE| The N. 


Woman’s Brains Beaten Out by 
a Crazy Man.

HUSBAND KILLS HIS WIFE. 


Victim Had Refused to Have the Man 
Removed to on Asylum — Murdorer 
Bays Ho Was Called by tho Lord 
to Slay the Devil, and He Fao- 
olod His Wife Was That Per- 
sonage—Reads the Bible. 


Napance, June 29.—A most brutal 
and cold-blooded murder occurred on 
Saturday morning at Cloyne, a vil- 
Tago 15 milos from Kalador, ond 
about 50 from Napance, in the rear 
of the County of Addington. Tho foul 
perpetrator of the deed was Gidcon 
Butts, and the victim his wifo. From 
the facts gathered it appears Butts 
committed the fearful deed about 
daybreak on Saturday morning, lit- 
erally pounding his wife’s head to 
@n unrecognizable-state against a 
stone in his own dooryard. 

Butts, who is a man of between 
55 and 60 years of age, haa been a 
resident of Cloyne for the past two 
years, working os a laborer around 
the village and with the farmers in 


tho vicinity. le appears to be in- 
sano, as ho does not seem to realize 
the enormity of his crime. A relig- 
ious mania has seized hold of him, 
and ho says the Lord told him to 
commit the awful deed. He was 
brought to Napanee Saturday evén- 
ing by Constable Samuel Cuddy of 
Cloyne, who arrested him, and hoe 
was taken before Magistrate John A. 
Carscallen of Northbrook, who com- 
mitted him to Napanee jail. 

It appears that Butts was laboring 
under an hallucination that ho is a 
prophet, and that the Lord com- 
manded him to slay the devil and he 
fancied his wife was that personage, 
and he was only carrying out the 
commands of the Lord. After com- 
mitting the awful deed he walked 
about Half a mile to Constable 
Cuddy’s house and said to him:| 
“Come and sce the devil I have 
slain.’’ “When the constable went 
with him to his home the terrible 
sight that met his view was the al- 
most unrecognizable forin of Butts’ 
wife lying in the yard with her head 
completely pounded off, and cold in 
death. 

Butts tells how he committed the 


deed. He says he struck her in the 
house, then carried her out to the 
yard, and with a large stone beat 


her head against another large fat 
stone. From the appearance of the 
man, the murdered woman must 
have made somo resistance, as he 
has several scratches on his face and 


his legs are black and bruised, as if 
from kicks. He covered the remains 
with a shect before going to Con- 
stable Cuddy’s house. 

The day before (Friday), about 5 
o‘clock in the morning, he came to 
Constable Cuddy’s house in his bare 
feet and only partially attired, and 
acted so strangely ‘and erratically 
that the constable consulted with 
Some others and they decided that he 
should be locked up, but his wifo 
begged them not to do so, as he was 
quite harmless, and only through her 
intercession was the man allowed to 
be at large. The murderer is of Eng- 
lish origin, and has been living in 
Prince Edward County and Tam- 
worth, Harlowe and Cloyna for a 
number of years. He was married to 
the murdered woman about eighteen 
years. No family is left. 

The Friday before he committed 
the deed he spent with his wife fish- 
ing, and he told Constable Cuddy 
\that one of the fish he taught turn- 
ed to a serpent and entered into his 
wife, and he had to slay her to kill 
the serpent. In bringing the murder- 
yer to Napanee, Constable Cuddy says 
he’ gave him no trouble until he got 


upon the train, and then he wanted 
to jump out of the window, and ho 


had to use some forca to compel 
him to sit still. 
He asked the constable to allow 


him to bring along a Bible and that 
he has been reading and quoting from 
ever since. So far as can bo learned, 
he has no relatives in this country, 
and his wife’s relatives ano also un- 
known to the constable who brought 
‘the man to Napance. He spoko freely 
to the constablo about tho awful 
deed, and thinks he only carried out 
the command of the Lord, who told 
him to slay the devil.

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INSPECTOR KNIGHT'S REPORT 


PRESENTED TO COUNTY COUNCIL 
AT ITS LAST SESSION. 


Thinks the Model School Term too 
Short— The Principle of Consoli- 
dated Schools not Applicable to 
East Victoria. 

Below, we present almost the éull 
text of the report presented to the 
County Council at its last session by 
Mr. J. H. Knight, P. S, 1, Bast Vie- 
toria; 

During the past year a two-storey 
brick school house, with basement for 
heating purposes, hag been erected in 
the village of Kinmount. This takes 
the place of a drame building which 
was toa small for ‘the increasing 


“ school population. 1 


A small frame echowl house has been 
completed in a mew, section known ug 
No. 18, Somerville. Lhe history of 
the creation of this achoo] is unique. 
About three years ago, a féw rate- 
payers living caat of the Bamnt River, 
in Somerville, petitioned to have o 
new section formed. Although the 
proposed section, if formed, would be 
a nou-union one, it would be necessary 
to take lots from at least two unica 
septions. This required tne holding 
of an arbitration, the members pf 
svhich were representatives of the 
Townships of Galway, Somerville and 
Verulam, and the Inspectors of the 
County of Peterboro amd of TEast 
Victoria. The arbitrators met at 
Burnt River, a large number of rate- 
payers being present, During the de- 
liberations it was suggested to the 
arbitrutors that if the gite of the then 
oxiisting school, No, 8, Somerville, 
were removed about a mile further 
nortb, it would fairly accommodate 
tha petitioning ratepayers at a much 
less cost ; and, as 4’ mew section 
would be required to the south in the 
near future, arrangements for that 
purpose could be made when the pro~ 
per time arrived, The arbitrators 
addpled this suggestion, and’ to en- 
able it to be carried out, took ‘several 
lots from union school section ‘No. 2,

The session ef the Normal School 
has been extended from 5 months to 
10 months commemeing next Septem- 
ber. This will enable the masters to 
do the work mvre thoroughly, but I 
fear it will reduce the supply of qual- 
ified teachers owing to the additiona) 
cost. Ufa more difficult examination 
were held, the best gtudenis could 
pass and the weak omes gttend a sec- 
ond lerm, amd this would be fairer 
than making ‘the bright students go 
at the pace of the slow ones. Then 
Instead of hdmitting teachers who 
haye taught one year or less, if 2or

A FORMER MARIPOSA RESIDENT 
REPLIES TO MR. C. BURKE. 


He Says the Northwest is the Place 
for the Small Farmer — Starting 
with Almost Nothing Five Years Ago 
He Would not Sell Qut Now for 
$10,000. 

Some woeks ago, on biy return from 

a trip to Northwest points, Mr. Ohag, 

Burke, town, was interviewed by an 

Evening Post reporter, and in the 

course af a half-hour conversation he 

gave some of hig impressions, based 
upon what he had seen and heard. 

The matter wae published in our 

weolcly edition, omd has elicted the 

follawing breezy reply from Mr. W. 

H. Ohase, formerly of Maripoaa town- 


hip : 
os Wapella, Assa., N. W. T., 
June 19th, 1903. 
Mr. Editor,—Will you allow me a 
little space in your valuable paper to 
reply to some of Mr. Burke's state- 
monts. Now, he says be and his 
friend, Mr. Robt. Logie, spent a 
month in ‘the ‘Northwest this spring, 
and intended going 'ta Saskatoon and 
Prince Albert, but owing to tho in- 
sufficient accommodation at the 
hotels in those towns they only went 
as far weat ag Regina. Sir, 1am glad 
they got asi far ag Regina, and as to 
(accommodation at the hotels, it wag 
a thing owt of the question toget it 
on account of the great mass of im- 
migrants coming inta the Northhvest 
to get homes and wealth for (hems- 
selves and families. Now, he tries 
(o tell something about our great 
West, which I think he knows but 
very littJe about, by the way he de- 
geribes it in his letter in your val- 
uable paper, The Lindsay Post. 
Mr, Burke says our country is fit 
for nothing save farming. -I would 
like to know what about the ranching 
business that is carried on out here 
In the West? There are many hun# 
dreds of thousands of dollars’ worth 
of stock sold every year, both of cat- 
tle, horses, sheep and hogs. He says, 
the farmer raisea the hogs. Well, if 
he does there is money in them all 
the same. He says, ‘ithe reports giy- 
en out by the C.P.R. concerning the 
fine yields of wheat and the high 
prices are greatly exaggerated. The 
farmer might realize 60 cents per 
bushel for the first grade of wheat, 
but there are four grades grown 
land he often has to accept 25 cents 
a bushel for wheat, and at a cost of 
6 cents per bushel to thresh it leaves 
very little for the farmer.” Now, 
sic, that is very far from being a 
true statement. I have llived here 
only a short five years last March, 
and I have neyer sold any wheat less’ 
than 48 cemts and very little at that ; 
{ haye very seldom had to take lesgy 
than 60 cents Gnd 65 cents a bushel, 
I’ saw it sold five years agofor $1.25 
and $1.35 a bushel, As for paying 6 
cents a bushel {for threshimg, it is a 
straight umtrue statement—I have 
never paid more than 4 cents a bushel 
for wheat and 3 cents for oats, and 
[ haye a machine now of my own and 
that is all L have charged to thresh) 
Again 

Mr. Burke says the only way to 
make money im the West by farming 
is to go into it on a large geale, oul- 
tivating from six hundred to one 
thousand aeres. Well, that is all 
right for the men who are able to go 
into it on that seale, but about nine- 
tenths of the peaple that come to the 
West are like myself. When I came 
I bad about enaugh to bring the fam- 
Uy and myself, amd had very little 
left to start with when we got here. 
We had one team of horses, one run- 
ning gear of woggon, one second-hand 
binder, one second-hand pair of 
sleighs, one set af harrows and one 
hundred and fifty dollars, with every- 
thing ‘to buy to live on at the start. 
We bought all our land, 480 acres, and 
Mr. Burke could not buy me out to- 
day for less then ten thougand dollars, 
and yet he says there is no money 
made jn small farming. I can name 
him lots of men who came here with 
nothing and now are worth from ten 
to fonty thousand dollars. 

Mr. Burke speaks about ranching 
in Regina district. I am gorry to say 
lt ig not & ramching district; but a 
good wheat district, and ag far .a# 
the water supply, I think he wags witb 
that the same as the Experimental 
Parm at Rogina that he visited. 
There is no Experimental Farm at 
Regina, but lots of water. He speaks 
about the tawns mot growing any 
larger than they are at present — 
he better come and live here fortfive 
years and ho ‘will have a different 
story to tell the people in the Hast 
then. He refers to foreignera being 
brought into the West and being kept 
by the Government untill they be- 
come self-supporting. ZI say ‘that is 
all rot, as algo is the statement that 
the greater part of the money float- 
lng (hrough the West comes from the 
farmers of Ontario and Quebec — 
fellows like himself. I say the good 
Lord pily us if that is all the money 
{bat is floating im the West. He 
better come up this fail and winter 
dnd seo the wheat ghipped out and 
the millions of dollars paid for it, be- 
sides the cattle going out all fall. 
Why, Mr. Burke was not here long 


enough to see anything. He agaid 
there is a good deal of swindling 
practised on ‘the lamd-seekerg. Well, 


I don’t think there was much awindl- 
ing on him or he would not have 
bought land for $6 per acre when it 
is solling all the way from $10 to 
$107 per acre. .

MARKET STOCK PEN MUST CO. 
An Orilla Judgment That Will Interest 
Lindsay Council. 

For some time past Mr. Dougall 
Sinclair has been protesting against 
the maintenance of the market stock 
pen, claiming that its proximity ta 
his carriage factory camatituted a 
nuisance in warm weather. It is 
only fair to add that many citizens 
disapprove of the pen being located 
within a few yards of the market 
park, where the band concerts are 
given, and Tho Post has mare than 
onco referred to the foul condition of 
the pen and its unguitable location.

open amd evaporation goes on rapidly. 
| By stirring the soil through frequent 
cultivation, thus keeping a loose 
mulch on the sunface, capillarity ig 
broken up amd moisture retained. Ag 
Bean as it is possible, therefore, to get 
on the ground after a rain, the culti- 
vator should be started in the orchard 
and kept goimg as Steadily as {ime 
and weather will permit.

An Important Change Unani- 
mously Approved 


MINIMUM PURCHASING PRICE. 


The Clause Amended in Such Fashion aa 
to Be Hailed as a Great Concession— 
The Irish Leader Says the Bill Ie 
Saved — The Liberal Leader 
Joimed in the Conciliatory 
Congratulations. 


London, June 24.—The resumption of 
the debate in the House of Commons 
to-dsy on the Irish Land Bill was 
marked by the introduction by Mr. 
Wyndham, Chiet Secretary for Ire- 
land, of an amendment designed to 
remove the difficulties in regard to the 
Tetention in clause one of a provision 
for a minimum price at which tenants 
may purchase their holdings and per- 
mitting bargains to be made outside 
of the judicial zones. 

The amendment is hailed on all side 
as being @ great concession. John 
Redmond, the Irish leader, declared 
ir. Wyndham had saved the bill, and 
the amendment was agreed to amid 
cheers of congratulations. Sir Henry 
Campbell-Baunerman;the Liberal lead= 
ex, joimed in the congratulations on 
the spirit of conciliation prevailing 
and the dangerous clause one of the 
bal was adopted without a division. 

Later Mr. Wyndham agreed to an 
extension of the limit of the advances 
to be made to purchasers of agricul- 
tural farms from $25,000 to $35,000.

GREET THEIR NEW LEADER. 


Hie Portinent Suggostion to the Opposi- 


tion — Mr. Conmee Concludes and 


‘Throws Down tho Gauntlet on Be- 
half of Liberals—Mr. Macdlar- 
mid, Mr, Sutherland and Mr. 
Downey Speak. 


Toronto, June 26.—The Gamey de- 
bate in the Legislature did not con- 
clude yesterday, but the more opti- 
mistic believe tho end will really be 
reached to-day, Dr. Willoughby, the 
Opposition Whip, said last night Mr, 
Foy would be the only other speak- 
er on the Opposition side, Mr. Gra- 
ham having yet to fnish. This 
should insure a division early this 
afternoon. Mr, Conmee occupied the 
forenoon in concluding yesterday, 
and in the course of his able address 
he bade deflance to the Opposition, 
telling them to come on wih their 
disgraceful methods and the Liberals 
would mect them, confident of the 
outcome. Mr. Macdiarmid and Mr. 
Sutherland spoke briefly, and then 
Mr. Downey entertained the House 
for upwards of two hours with his 
genial Celtic eloquence. The last 
speaker of the day was Mr. Geo. P. 
Graham, who put new life into an 
old subject, while » the Liberals 
pounded their desks continuously. 
His speech was a fitting antidote to 
the hours of Opposition argument, 
and the House adjourned with the 
Government members in. splendid fet- 
tle. Should the debate conclude ear- 
ly to-day, some time will be neces- 
Sary to dispose of the other busi- 
mess on the order paper, including 
the land grant to the Canada Cent- 
ral Railway Co. 


IONS OF ELOQUENCE. 


Mr, George P. Graham Pays His Respacts 
to Mr. Downey's Speech. 


Mr, Geo. P. Graham (Brockville) 
who followed, said the efforts of the 
Opposition to set the member for 
Manitoulin above the High Court 
Judges was an extraosdinary task 
for very ordinary men to perform, 
(Applause.)

Ottawa, June 26.—In the House 
the other day, Mr. Fowler of Kings | 
asked if J, T, Schell, MP. tor Glen‘| 
garry, Was a partner in the firm of 
McPherson & Schell, who supplied } 
goods to the department of agricul- | 
ture as published in the Auditor 
General's report. ‘ 

Mr, Fisher replied that the Gov- 
ernment knew nothing of the porson- 
nel of the firm of McPherson & 
Schell, mentioned in the Auditor- 
Gener&l’s report in connection with 
en item for five dollars and fifty 
cents. 

Mr. Sohell’s Explanation. 


Mr. J. F. Schell (Glengarry), ona 
question of privilege, made a person- 
al explanation in reference to a pay- 
ment of $5.50 by the Agricultural 
Department to the firm of MacPhe 
son & Schell, of which he is a mem- 
ber, for cheese box material. Mr, 
Schell stated that the order for the 
material, written on letter paper 
bearing’ the heading ‘‘Glasgow Inter- 
national Exhibition,’’ and signed W. 
D. Scott, commissioner, was received 
by his firm in his absence at Otta- 


Wa. There was nothing t dicate 
that Mr, Scott was an ofr of the 
Canadian Government, in fact the 


terms of the order rather favored 
tho {dea that Mr. Scott was a com- 
missioner from the old country, as 
@ request was made that a memo of 
the amount be sent to Mr. Scott per 
sonally, and not as commissioner or 
officer of the Government, and he 
would send cheque for the same. The 
cost of the material was $4, and the 
packing and freight $1.50." The or- 
der was filled in the usual way dur- 
ing Mr. Schell’s absence in Ottawa. 
The entry was carried through the 
firm’s books as a charge agafhst Mr. 
Scott, and was not paid until a year 
after. Mr. Schell said he was in en- 
tire ignorance of the transactian 
from first to last, and in the absence 
of any intention to infringe the law 
regarding the independence of Par- 
liament he placed himself in the 
hands of the House. 

Hon. Mr. Fitzpatrick moved that 
the statement of Mr. Schell be refer- 
red'to the Committee on Privileges 
and Elections, which was agreed to 
unanimously without discussion. 


Butter Weighing Enquiry. 


Mr. Monk asked what was the re- 
port of the investigation held by the 
Deputy Minister of Tradé and Com- 
merce into the weighing of butter 
and cheese. 

Mr. Fisher replied that the com- 
missioners had not yet made out 
their report. Complaints had been 
made by many salesmen and others 
interested in dairying, but it would 
be premature to Speak of the justice 
of these complaints. The cost of the 
investigation so far is $428.95. 

Buylng Texan Cattle. 

Mr. R. L. Borden read a paragraph 
published in The Montreal Gazette 
stating that the steamer Atlantean, 
loading 2,000 tons of hay in Mont- 
real as export cargo, would proceed 
to Galveston, Texas, to take on 
board between 2,000 and 2,500 dairy 
cattle. These cattle, it was explain- 
ed, are for the Orange River Colony 
and are purchased by the British 
Government to replace Boer cattle 
commandered during the war. Mr. 
Borden suggested that the cattle 
should be purchased in Canada. He 
Wanted to know ii representation 
had been made to the British Gov- 
ernment with this object in view, 

Mr. ‘Fisher replied that he could 
not vouch for the truth of the state- 
ments as to the shipment of Texas 
cattle. Mepresentations had, howev- 
er, been made to Lord Strathcona 
pointing out that cattle for the re- 
stocking of .Boer-farms should be 
purchased in Canada. This commun- 
{cation was referred to the Imperial 
officers in charge of the work. Re 
presentations had since been made to 
the Imperial Government, but no at- 
tention had been paid to them. 

Pure Butter Bil, 


Mr. Fisher's bill prohibiting the 
Manufacture of process butter was 
taken up in committee of the House, 

The clause enacting that only but- 
ter manufactured {rom the cream of 


fifty cows or more should be marked 
“creamery’’ Jed to a long discussion. 

Mr. Henderson moved that the 
clatise should be amended to read 25 
cows instead of 50. 

Dr. Sproule moved an amendment 
providing that butter manufactured 
by the creamery process and with 
the ‘aid of separators should be en- 
titled to rank a8 creamery butter. 

Mr. Honderson’s amendmont, pro- 
viding that a creamery shall be a 
place where the milk of not less 
than twenty-five cows is manufactur- 
ed was declared lost. A similar fate 
befel Dr, Sproule’s amendment, de- 
claring creamery butter to mean but- 
ter manufactured by the ordinary 
creamery process, and with the aid 
of separators, 

Toxan Cattle Again. 


Mr. Rufus Pope brought up the 
matter of the sale of Texan cattle 
again at the evening session, and 


there ensued a long discussion on tho 
following amendment to the ‘motion 
to go {nto supply: 

“iis TYouse regrets that the Gov- 
ernment has not taken motive 
measures for the protection of the in- 
terests of the people of Canada, and 
dealers, jn ‘connection with the sup- 
ply of cuttle for the restocking of 
South African farms,’”

marked that after the McGreevy in- 
vestigation by committee in 1891, 
when the Oaron charges Came Up, 
Sir John Thompson nd D’Alton 
McCarthy, who had been on the 
provious committee, favored investi- 
gation by commission. Hag the Ga- 
amey charges been tried befor8 a com- 
mittee the evidence and report would 
be the same, and as the leader of the 
Opposition said he should resign un- 
der those circumstances, he should 
resign now. Mr. Whitn@ had said 
he believed the statement to be 
mainly true, which meant there were 
some things in it which he did not 
believe. 

Mr, Whitney—I said that I beliey- 
ed that the allegations of the mem- 
ber for Manitoulin were proven to be 
mainly true. There may have been 
some details which were not proved 
true. 


‘The Chain Must Break. 
Mr. Graham said hé had dietinctly 
heard him say ‘‘true,’’ but there was 
little difference in meaning. The 
ywhole chain must go to pieces if 
some of the links were to break> The 
accuser did not know the date on 
Which he said be sold his honor to 
the Provincial Secretary.

It was a monstrous proposition to 
ask any sensible man to believe that 
he df@ not know the date whon he 
entered upon the greatest contract of 
his life. The story was absurd on 
that point. ‘Then the accuser did not} 
mow who gave him the money. He 
turned his back and looked out of 
the window. That was another ab- 
surdity, and it was no wonder the 
Opposition did not believe the de- 
tails. Granted that the Opposition 
believed Mr. Stratton bad, they 
Would not say he was a natural born 
idiot, a man who would pass the 
money through the hands of three 
other men in order to make evidence 
against himself. $ 
The Missing Leaves. 


Mir. Graham then discussed the 
missing cash book leaves and the de- 
posit slips, Crossin did not produce 
the books of his office until he was 
threatened with a bench warrant. 
Mr. McEvoy had declined to go into 
the office alone, and Gamey had nev- 
er yet denied that he had taken the 
leaves.

Gamey had used the 
money in his own business, and even 
at the present timo had $1,200 of 
tho money invested in hig business. 

Mr. Gamey—You'll find Judge 
Boyd with $2,000 of the money in 
his possession, 

J£ Gamey got the money, where he 
sald he did, why did Mr, Smyth 
Want the Government to offer a re- 
ward of $10,000 for information as 
to the source of the money? 

No Documentary Evidence, 


“Mr. Graham sald the member for 
Manitoulin couldnt produce a bit of 
documentary evidence, although in 
his statement he said he had lots of 
it. Hé had a written agreement, he 
said, and ho could not produce it. 
That was an agreement’ with Frank 
Sullivan which would have proved 
the whole case. It was destroyed 
by Sullivan and himself after being 
signed. ‘That agreement, if produced 
in the. House, would have convicted 
the Provincial Secretary, without

Collision at tho Bottom of a Hill of Elec- 
tric Cars of the Hamilton, 
and Beamsville Railway — Some 
Others of the Crow Hurt—Pas- 
sengers Were Badly 
Shaken Up.

Peter Gibson, motorman, .crushed 
about the chest and ribs, and suffer- 
ing, it is feared, from internal in- 
juries. 

Harry Patience, conductor, left 
shoulder injured, and badly shaken 
up. 

J. A. Doucette, 871 North Victoria 
avenue, an electrician for Cataract 
Power Oo., sprained ankle.

MAKING OF GOOD ROADS. 


———>—_ 


MR. A. W. CAMPBELL, COMMIS- 
SIONER OF HIGHWAYS, 


Refers to the Growth of the Movement, 
Tells What Lindsay has Done, and 
Defines the Advantages of a Steam 


Roller. 

Qibe following extracts from the 
anmual report of Mr. A. W. Campbell, 
Provincial Commissioner of Highwnys, 
for the year 1902, will no doubt in-

se Walue of Good Roads. 

Despite the value of good roads, 
their improvement in~ Ontario has 
not kept pace with the comstruction 
of the greater trunk limes, the rail- 
Smys, and the highest development of 
the resources af the Province haye 
been retarded thereby. Wihile mil- 
ways baye, in some respects, sltered 
the direction amd character of traffic 
on the roads, the actual mumber of 
vehicles ig greater than it ever was 
before, and this traffic must increase 
rather than diminish. The awakers 
ing, however, has come, and ‘‘good 
roads” has became the motto of muni- 
cipal and provincial organizations...... 
A select committee of the British 
House of Commons, neatly a century 
ago, as the result af evidence Tregard- 
ing road management, said ; “The 
most improved system is demonstrat- 
ed to be the most economical; and 
even the first effectual Tepair of a 
bad road may be acomplished with 
little, if any, increase of expenditure, 
and its future preservation in good 
order will, under the judicious man— | 
agement, be attended with consider= 
able saving to the public.” 

“What was then true of England, 
je troe of Canada to-day. The mon— 
ey now being expended upom roads, 
and the work performed, is, in most 
cases, scattered in small amounts, 
irrespective of the greater need of 
certain roads, or pants of roads, and 
the amount of travel over them. A 
thin yeneering of disconnected im- 
provements is scon lost, and the roads 
return to their former condition. 
‘With the application of money to de- 
Guite amd substantial improvements 
the results are far different, aud in 
a few years a marked improyement 
will be made in the average condition 
gf the highways. It ig not always 
pucessary that the amount spent 
Shall bo large in order that it may 
be economically expended. 
principle underlies the expenditure of

Crew of the Erie Stewart Had Terrible 
Experiences on Georgian Bay—Saved 
by the Tug Harrison. 


Owen Sound, June 26.—(Special.)— 
In a waterlogged condition, with only 
her bulwarks above the waves, the 
schooner Erie Stewart was towed in- 
to Owen Sound harbor at 2 o'clock 
this afterncon by the big tug Harricon 
after one of the most thrilling exper- 
iences that ever fell to marimers’ lot 


On Tuesday night about 10 o'clock 
the Erie Stewart was towed out of 
Byng Inlet with a heavy load of lum- 
ber piled eight feet above her decks, 
destined for Chatham. With sails set 
the tnim vessel was scudding along 
before a stiff breeze, but Captain J. 
Grenville noticed a slight Mst which 
he ascribed partly to the arrangement 
of the cargo or the lean of the vessel 
caused by the winds. 

By midnight the vessel had settled 
fo far that water stood im the after 
cabin two feet deep, and only the 
lumber kept the Erie Stewart afloat 
On Wednesday and Thursday the ves- 
sel encountered terrible seas. The 
crew held to the rigging while tier af- 
ter tier of Jumber was washed from 
under them, and the vessel sank lower 
and lower. Would the lumber in the 
hold keep the vessel afloat? 

Capt. Grenville cheered his crew by 
the assurances that it would, and for 
twyo days and three mights the men 
in the schooner, soaked and chilled by 
every wave that washed over, 
watched anxiously for a passing vessel, 
subsisting only on soraps fished out of 
the cabin. On Wednesday the signal 
of distress was noticed by the stenmer 
Auantic of the Northern Navigation 
Co., bound for Owen Sound. 

The seas were rolling too high to 
render assistance, but the condition of 
the schoonér was reponted at Owen 
Sound, and the tug Harrison at once 
gleared to search for her, (Capt 
Simpson sighted’ the waterlogged ves~ 
sel off Cabot’s Head this morming and 
towed her to port:

valuable per ton than late cut, but 
a larger amount of digestible nut- 
rienls per acre is obtained by later 
culling.

British Firms Want all We Can Raise, 
and There is a Demandfrom the 
U, S. and south Africa 
The present time is most favorable 
for ths production, fattening ‘and 
marketing of farm chickens. There 
has been sucha substamtial increase in 
the consumption of chickens and eggs 
within the Inst fow years that it is 
not possible to near a greater number 
of suitable market chickens than can 
bo sold with profit, Last yyear there 
fvore not sufficient chickens sold in 
@anada to supply the home markets. 
Asa result of the shortage of chickens 
(ho trado with Great Britain was less- 
ened, This is unfortunate on account 
of the groat demand for Canadian 
chickens in Great Britain and the good 

prices that are paid. 

Tho Chief of the Dominion Poultry 
Division, Mr. BF. C. Hare, states that 
numerous letters have been received 
from produce merchants, poulterers 
and othec merchants who desire to 
learn in what localities chickens can 
be bought in great numbers and at 
reasonable prices. Brom several Can- 
adian cities, and especially from Mon- 
treal, produce firms have asked to be 
informed whete market chickens 
suilabie for shipping to Great Britain 
could be obtained in the greatest 
numbers. British poulterers amd com- 
missivn merchamts have repentedjy 
asked for the same infermationa. The 
letter ofa wellestablished pr&duce 
house in London, Rngland, wag receiv- 
ed last week. This firm wished ito 
“start an undertaking for the pur- 
pose of importing Canadian poultry to 
Great Britain.” They desired infor- 
| mation as to the probable success of 
| such a project and the possibility of 
obtaining poultry, (especially) fowls), 
|in large qumtities, and the best dis- 
| tricts for the collection, ete, of them 
Last fall o firm in Cape Colony 
wished a poultry trade developed with 
that Colony. One shipment of Can- 
adian chickens was made to Cape Col- 


' ony which arrived in a satisfactory 
condition and pleased the trade. A 
New York firm wrote that they de- 


red to import Canadian chickens and 
| were recommended by the Department 
to a fitm in the Maritime Province, 
from hor they purchased chickens 
and were impressed favorably by 
them, 

he above and similar requests are 


di ult in solution even by one in 
touch with the Oanadiam produce 
firms ond picking houses that are 


buying ond marketing chickens. The 
majority of our established firms are 
equipped with a complete plant for 
marketing in Ginada or Great Britain 
several times more chickens than they 
,ecan buy. Their profits are dimished 
through scarcity of chickens. Never- 
theless merchants in Great Britain, 
Jape Colony the Umited States and 
even in Australia are lonoking to a 
supply of Canadian chickens to satis- 
fy theif growing trade. 

The problem of supplying this won- 
derfully increased demamd for chick 
ens cam be solved by the farmers alone. 
Instead of the farmers rearing fifty 
Jor a hundred clickens that receive 
little attention or feed, he should rear 
from 200 to 1000 chickens omnually.

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THE POPE 


An Operation Which Proved to 
Be Entirely Successful. 


POPE’S MARVELOUS VITALITY 


Pepe Takes Nourishment and Discusses 
the Operation—Interested inthe Min- 
ute Detalls—His Holiness Under- 
went to Operation With Cour- 
age, and Insisted on Seeing 
Liquid Taken From Luugs. 


Rome, July 8.—The following bul- 
letins issued yesterday afternoon and 
this morning show the progress of 
Pope Leo's sickness; 

1.25 a.m.—It is hoped that tho 
Popo’s strength will be maintained, 
as he has taken somewhat more 
nourishment, sceming to prefer the 
yolk of an egg with small sips of a 
stimulant, especially brandy. 

8.80 p.m.—The condition of the 
Pope continues sufficiently satisfac- 
tory. His circulation and breathing 
are slow, but they are gradually im- 
proving. 

An Operation Performed. 

8.45.—Tho test punctures of the 
pleura has been made and eight hun- 
dred grams of liquid haye been tak- 
en off, A rapid examination show- 
ed that somes mucous was rattling in 
the lung which was originally affect- 
ed. The Pope underwent the opera- 
tion with courage. His general con- 
dition is now better, and he is rest- 
ing. 

4 p.m.—After the operation Dr. 
Mazzoni said the danger remained 
imminent, but the illness from which 
the Pope was suffering was full of 
surprises. His Holiness might even 
live three days longer. 

8.15 a.m.—Pope Leo is in a troub- 
led sleep. 

Pope Sleeping at 3.45 a.m. 

8.45 a.m.—Pope Leo is now sleep- 
ing, but his head lies uneasy on the 
pillow. The alleviation brought 
about by yesterday’s operation of 
moving the fluid from his pleura was 
followed later in the evening by a 
restless period and fresh doses of 
chloral, digitalis and caffeine had to 
be administered. Under their influ- 
ence the Pontiff fell into a slumber 
which, however, was not very peace- 
ful on account of the difficulty the 
patient has in breathing. 

Seeing Dr. Lapponi always at his 
bedside, the Pope just before falling 
asleep said kindly to him: “Now it 
is your turn to sleep. You must 
Sleep.” 

Throughout the Vatican absolute 
calm prevailed last night, the ex- 
citement of yesterday having to a 
great extent died out with the re- 
vival of hope after the announce- 
ment that yesterday's operation was 
attended with sucocess_ 


THE OPERATION. 


Pleura Punctured and the Aged Patient 
Is Relieved. 


The Pope has been operated upon 
and his general condition was bet- 
ter at 2.80 p.m. yesterday. The im- 
mediate direction of the operation 
devolved on Mazzoni, who handled 
the instruments and made the pre- 
paratory arrangements. First a 
Slight incision Was miade in the side 
of the venerable patient. A solution 
of alcohol and corrosiye sublimate 
Was then injected and cocoaine was 
used to deaden the sensation. Tho 
point of operation was just below 
the seventh rib and the operation 
itself consisted in the insertion ofa 


large prayaz needle syringe This 
penetrated to the region where tho 
matter had accumulated, and by 


Means of suction slowly drew it off. 
Unher tho skillful guidance of Dr. 
Nazzoni the operation scarcely occu- 
pied over four minutes. 

Felt Great Relief. 

The Pope manifested no pain what- 
ever, neither was thero the slightest 
quiver from mental dread of the op- 
eration. In the language of one of 
the doctors, tho cocoaine so deaden- 
ed the parts that the Pontiff felt no 
more than a slight pin prick. As 
soon as the liquid was drawn off by 
the suction needle the patient felt 
great relief, owing to the removal 
of the pressure of the liquid on tho 
lung and simultaneously the doctors 
could hear air passing through that 
zone Which yesterday morning was 
declared to be impervious, owing to 
congestion. From a pathological 
standpoint the free passage of air 
Was considered satisfactory; but, far 
more so were the results, the mental 
and physical relief which it brought 
to the Pope. 

Whispered His Thankfulness. 

He immediately showed an exhilar- 
ating spirit. With a slight smile on 
his pallid face he whispered his 
thankfulness and bestowed benedic- 
tions on the doctors bending over 
him. The Pontiff even stroked Dr. 
Mazzont’s face in the bonovolent way 
which is characteristic of him. Then 
with ono hand he arranged his posi- 
tion, closed his eyes and in a few 
minutes passed into a calm, health- 
ful sleep. Tha doctors remained by 
the Pope's side, noting the regular 
ity of his breathing, and pronounced 
the operation to have been in every 
Way successful and leaving no per- 
ceptible adverse results.

Mr. S. G. Gagsien, a Lindsay boy, 
son of Mr. Pelix Gassien, ef tho east 
ward, aequirod some experience in 
railwny work on this division of the 
Grand Trunk, but for the last year 
and «& half has been in the employ of 
tho G. PB. R. as fireman on freight 
trains running between Hayelook and 
Smith's Falls. Stafford was in town 
for a dew dayslast week om an en- 
forced holiday and informed hig 
(riends that whilst his oxperience 
in the G. T. R. service wis sufficiently 
interesting and exciting, the rate at 
which he is reeling off adventures on 
tho C.P.R. will soon Cumish material 
for a book that will rival Gy War- 
man's tales of life on the rail. 

On Tuesday of last week Gassien 
was firing on 4 ballast train working 
between Sharbot Lake and  Tyweed.

Gussien was stand- 
ing with his back to the fire box at 
the time, and the first tremendous 
gush of steam struck him between 
the shoulders, lifted bim like! a feath- 
er, and landed him thirty feet away 
alongside the track, badly shakem and 
soalded ind dazed, but conscious 
of what had happened. Engineer Me- 
Glade y also scalded by the escap- 
ing steam, but remained at the throt- 
tle till he brought the train to a 
jstandstill Bradley, the front end 
brakepman, wus riding in the cab of 
the engine, but he jumped at the inst 
sound of the explosion and escaped 
with a sprained ankle. The men’s in- 
juries were attended to at Tweed, 
where their ape was looked upon as

(While putting in 4 fire 
he noticed that the pin connecting the 
engine and tender was working 
loose and he stepped forwurd to call 
the engineer’s attention to the fact. 
Just then the pin popped out and the 
engime shot ahead. Gassien seized a 
pianchion and retained his balance. 
Had he been a moment later he would 
have fallen into ‘the gap and been 
gcound imto pulp.

seen that nothing could provent an 
assault on the jail. At 10.80 the 
rioters pressed slowly forward, and 
innocent enlookers followed. Slowly 
they forced the militia men back to- 
ward the jail. The leaders, with a 
bicycle in their front os a shield to 
the bayonots, stormed the jail en- 


trance. Captain Blum of the Nation- 
al Guard ordered a charge on the 
rioters. The crowd was forced 


back, the soldiers using thelr bayo- 
nets and butts of their guns. Sud- 
@mnly a victim fell. Stones and boul- 
ders began to fly through the air, A 
soldier was struck with a rock and 
fell. A rioter was knosked down with 
a gun bult and a shot followed. This 
started a fusilade from the defendors.

President Roosevelt Sends First Message 
Via New Pacific Cable. 


New York, July 6.—The last com 
nection {n the Commercial Pacifia 
Company's cable was made at Hon- 
olulu Saturday night at 10.50 (east- 
ern time), 

President Roosevelt then sent tho 
following message around the world 
westward to Clarence H. MacKay, 
who was with him at Oyster Bay: 

“‘Congratulations and success to 
the Pacife Cable, which the genius 
of your lamented father and your 
own enterprise made possible. 

“Theodore Roosevel€,’ 

The message was sent at 11.23 p. 
m., and was received by Mr. MacKay, 
at 11.35, making the time of its 
transmission around the world in 12 
minutes. . 

Mr. MacKay replied as follows, his 
message going around the world 
eastward: ‘‘I thank you deeply for 
your message, and I earnestly hope 
that the Pacific cable by opening the 
wide horizon of the great east may, 
prove a useful factor to the com- 
merce of the United States. 

“Clarence H. MacKay.” 

President Roosevelt received the 
Message at 12.013. The time con- 
sumed in passing around the word 
was 934 minutes.

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DISASTER AT HANNA! 


235 OF THE MINERS KILLED. 


Some of the Injured Mom Fought Against 
Resoue and Others Wore Crazed by 
Thelr Experiences—Some Wore 
Seared and Blackened by the 
Flam es—Heartrending Scenes 
at the Mouth of the Level: 


Hanna, Wyo., July 2.—Probably 
the worst disaster in the history of 
Wyoming occurred here Tuesday 
When a terrible explosion of dre 
damp in Union Pacific Mine No, 1 
shut olf the means of escape of 200 
igen, who were working in the pot. 
The fire, which started immediately, 
detied all efforts of the rescuers, and 
there is slight hope of saving any of 
the men. Twenty-eight bodies of 
those working near the mouth of the 
Mine have been brought out, all of 


vy 


them horribly mangled and some 
still showing slight evidences of 
life: 


The Union Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany, which owns the mines, has @ 
large force working to reach the {m- 
prisoned men. The flames seemed to 
be abating, and there was hope of 
getting) most of the bodies out by 
yesterday. So tense is the excit 
ment that no one seems able to say 
how the disaster occurred. The sup- 
position is that a careless miner al- 
lowed his lamp to come in contact 
‘vith dre damp. 


235 WERE KILLED. 


JP meartronding Scenes at the Mouth of the 
Mine’s Level. 

Hanna, Wyo., July 2.—According 
to the best information obtainable 
yesterday morning, 235 men out of 
282 who were in the mine were kill- 
ed in the explosion here Tuesday. 
The majority of the victims are Fin- 
landers and negroes. 

A small army of rescuers, spurred 
on by the frantic appeal of wives, 
mothers and children who gathered 


at the mine, worked with desperate 
energy all night. ‘They tell of piti- 
ful scenes in the mine. Some of the 
survivors were driven insane and 
fought furiously against rescue. Daz- 
ed, listless survivors were found sit- 
ting on cars or lying on the floor, 
careless of whether they lived or 
died. 

Near the seventeenth level twenty 
bodies wera found strewn oyer a pile 
of debris Which the men had striven 
to surmount before they were over- 
come by the deadly fumes. Some 
Were scared and blackened by flames. 
The eleven rescuers who penetrated 
thus far were too weak to bring out 
@ body. For hours the ‘scene at the 
mouth of the level was heartrending. 
Mothers, wives, sweethearts and 
children huddled together, weeping 
and wringing their hands. The most 
irantic pushed to the edge of tho 
gap and tried to force a way into the 
fore. 

An expert who went almost to the 
geVenteenth level says the mine can: 
not possibly be cleared for a month. 
It is feared that men in the lower 
levels Were torn to pieces by the ex- 
plosion, which hurled great timbers 
high over the town and 1,700 feet 
beyond the mouth of the slope. The 
Bre bo: , who had reported all safe 
before working time Tuesday, met 
death while making a second inspec- 
tion.

Defaulting St. Thomas Bank 
Manager Committed to a Cell. 


DEFENCE WANTED ONE MONTH 


But the Crown Attorney Held Out and 
Bowloy Appeared in Court nnd Was 
Sent Down Without Plonding With- 
out Ball—Will, However, Eleot 
To-Day as to Manner of Trial 
—Atlus Loan Co. 


St. Thomas, July 8.—Quite a 
good-sized crowd gathered at tho 
police courtroom in the City Hall 
yeSterday worning, expecting to hear 
the preliminary examination of 
George Rowley, the defaulting bank 
manager.

It was decided to ad- 
journ the court for one hour, as the 
certificate given by the medical man 
was issued Wednesday, and the pol- 
ice magistrate held the opinion that 
his patient for the day, and if at all 
his fatient for the day, and if at all 
safe to have him appear.

Niagara Falls, Ont., July 3,—Tho 
Blectric Railway station and prome- 
nade, on the American side of the 
river below the bank, was bl8wn up 
by dynamite about 7.45 last evening 
Fire was discovered in the switch- 
room by the only person on the pre- 
iises, a young lady attendant in the 
bazaar named Miss Lydia Upper, who 
Was waiting for a cam to take her 
home, The girl promptly. rang up 
the main office at the falls and noti- 


fied them that the station was on 
fire. Tbe answer came back: + “'Get 
out of the place and run up _ the 


track as far as you can, or you will 
be blown up.’’ 

The girl grabbed her hat and 
jumped on to the track, running like 
a deer towards the falls. When she 
Was about 300 yards up the track a 
most terrific explosion took place, 
the flames having reached several 
hundred weight of dynamite stored 
by the Gorge Railroad under the 
building. The shock of the explosion 
was heard for miles around.

ager), he has visjted all the foreign 
heady of Jegations, to whom he de 
clares that China is serfously finan- 
cially embdrrassed, in consequence of 
which the powers would accept pay- 
ment of thé Indemnity in silver.

Every United States guest, and 
their name was legion from all 
States in the Union, was decorated 
as rapidly as he shook the train 
dust irom his clothes.

DISCUSSIONS IN PARLIAMENT. ! 


No Information as to Grand Trunk Paol- | 
fic, Says Mr. Fielding—Mr. Blair’s Bail- 


way Commission Bill Discussed. 


Ottawa, July 2.—In the House of 
Commons on Tuesday, Mr. Kemp 
asked what foundation there was for 
the report that the Government had 
decided to guarantee the bonds of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific with a clause in 
the agreement giving the Govern- 
ment power to purchase the road at 
the end of 80 years. 

Mr. Fielding, who was leading the 
House, replied, “I am afraid I shall 


have to ask my hon. friend to be 
content with the assurance that 
When any such. arrangements are 


made they will be communicated to 
Parliament in a proper manner and 
at the earliest possible moment.’* 

° The Senate bill incorporating the 
Citizens’ Bank of Canada was read a 
first time. 

On clause 275 of Mr. Blair’s rail- 
way Commission hill. the Minister 
of Railways said that he would 
draft an amendment to meet the 
wishes of the commercial travelers, 

During discussion on the tariff 
Clauses, Mr, Blair said that there 
was, first, a general tariff which the 
railway company submitted to the 
Board of Railway Commissioners ; 
and if sanctioned by the board it be- 
came effective and was published. 
There was the maximum tariff. Then 
there was a_ special tariff which a 
company might make as regards any 
special class of goods, which had to 
be submitted to the board and pub- 
lished when it became eflective. 
‘There was a third class, to be called 
a competitive tariff, designed to en- 
courage competition in rates, and 
with this object the company were 
allowed to make the rates as low as 
they liked without publishing them; 
only a copy had: to be sent to the 
board in order that it might take 
care that there was no discrimina- 
tion involved. 


The Murino estimates were then 
taken up, and Col. Thompson sug- 
gested, in o long speech, that the 
pay of militiamen should bo increas- 
ed to $1 per day. The camps were, 
he said, woefully small this year, 
and good Canadians could not be 


got for 50 cents a day. Others fol- 
lowed in the debate, and complaint 
was mado that tho Minister of MI- 
ltia was not present. 

Mr, Vielding said the absence of 
the Minister of Militia was un- 
Avoidable. THe said if the facts were 
as stated it was necessary that Par- 
liament should be acquainted with 
them. 

In the supplementary estimates the 
Minister of Militia and the Minister 
of Finance promised that provision 
would be made to improve the Cana- 
dian militia.

For the remaining forty years they 
agree to pay 3 per cent. on the cost 
of construction. 
The Western Section Guaranteed. 
The Government will guarantee the 
bonds for the stretch of Nne which 
the company themselves are to con- 
struct. In the case of the prairic 
section the guarantee will be 75 per 
cent. of the actual cost of construc- 
tion, but ig not to exceed $13,000 a 
mile. The Government have arbi- 
trarily fixed 500 miles as the length 
ef the mountain section, and for 
this distance the guarantes will also 
be 75 per cent, of the actual cost up 
to @ maximum of $30,000 a mile. 
The rates to be. charged are to be 
subject to the control of the Gover- 
nor in Council of the Railway Com- 
mission, but on the Government. sec- 
tion of the line the rates are not to 
be cut down to a figuro that will 
prevent the company from paying 
the annual rental. 
Bunning Rights Provided For. 
Other railway companies are to be 
granted running rights over tho Win- 
nipeg-Moncton section. This is to be 
@ matter of mutual agreement, and 
in the event of failure to arrive at a 
friendly understanding, the Govern- 
ment will prescribe the terms, sub- 
ject, of course, to the rights which 
the Grand Trunk Pacific possess as 
lessees and operators of the line. 
Materluls Used_to Be Canadian. 


Tn view of tge Government con- 
structing the eastern section of the 
railway, the Grand Trunk Pacific 
Company have reduced their capital 
from $76,000,000 to $45,000,000. 
The company, as an evidence of good 
faith, will despoit $5,000,000 in the 
Bank of Montreal in cash or ap- 
proved securities. As far as possible 
the materials used in the construc- 
tion are to be of Canadian rmanufac- 
ture. The Government have made a 
point of stipulating that, wherever 
it could be done, the articles that 
enter into construction should be 
bought in Canada, and the company 
readily agreed to this. A majority 
of the directors must be resident in 
Canada. Mr. C. M. Hays is to be 
President of the company, and Mr. 
Wainwright Vice-President. Among 
the dircctora will be one of the 
Rothschilds—probably Lord Roths- 
child, the head of the great financial 
house—Lord Welby, Sir Charles Riy- 
ers Wilson and Mr. Arthur Smithers. 

To Rush the Work Forward. 

Mr, Hays and his associates are in 
earnest in the desire to begin con- 
Btruction and push the work to com- 
Pletion as rapidly as possible. An 
enormous force of men WiJl..be put 
Cu, anu ore worn negun stmultan- 
eously at fifteen different poiots be- 
tween the Atlantic and Pacific. Con- 
etruction will be under control of a 
commission appointed by the Govy- 
erninent, so far as the Moncton-Win- 
nipeg section is concerned. The most 
modern appliances will be used, and 
en effort will be made to complete 


the line within from three to threo 
and a half years. The Grand Trunk 
Pacific Company are to equip the 


line with rolling stock, and they un- 
Gertake that there will be no defic- 
jencies in that regard,

Provided They Got a Loage for a Number 
of Years and Financlal Aasslatanco for 
Wostern Portion of the Line—Ques- 
tlon of Running Rights Not Wet 
Detorminod—A Guaranteo 
of Bonds. 


Ottawa, July 2.—Tho Cabinet were 
im session all day yesterduy consid- 
ering the form of aid to be granted 
to the Grand Trunk Pacific Ratlway, 
but adjourned without reaching a de- 
cision. The onticipated announce- 
ment will, therefore, not be made 
to-day. It will not, however, be 
much longer doferred. Members of 
Parliament who enjoy the confidence 
of the Government suy that the 
buNding -of-/a Government line to 
Winnipeg has been determined upon, 
and that the Grand Trunk Company 


have concurred in the proposition, 
provided they get a lease for a num- 
ber of years, and financial assistance 
for the western portion of the line. 


The aid spoken of is a guarantee of 
bonds from Edmonton to the coast, 
varying in amount according to the 
difficulties of construction but aver- 
aging about $30,000 a mile. This, 
it is stated, is tho proposition which 
was discussed in Council yesterday. 
Tho report {s, however, that a snag 
was struck when it came to fixing 


the conditions upon which running 
rights should be granted to other 
companies. This, it is said, prevent- 


ed ithe settloment of the matter as 
anticipated, and the expectation is 
that Mr, Hays will be in Ottawa 
again to-day to discuss the latest 
turn which affairs have taken, 

The Governor-General has signed 
the order in Council appointing Mr. 
H. J. Cloran to the Senate, vice tho 


late Senator O'Brien, He will be 
sworn in when the upper House re- 
assembles.

Court of Canada, and a member of 
the Alaskan boundary commission, 
who had beon critically {ll for some 
time and recently suffered a relapse, 
died at tho London residence of his 
gon Saturday morning. 

j Gketoh of His Career. 

John Douglas Armour was the son 
of the Rev, Samuel Armour, a 
clergyman of tha Anglican Church, 
and was born at Otonabee, Peter- 
boro County, on the 4th of Mey, | 
1880. Aftor passing through the

local schools and Upper Canada Col- 


lege, he took a brilliant course -at 
the University of Toronto, winning 
two scholarships aud the gold medal 
in classics, on his graduation in 
1850. 

He was called to the bar three 
years later after studying law with 
his brother, the late Robert Armour, 
aod with the late Chancellor Van- 
koughnet. Ho began practice at Co- 
bourg with the late Hon. Sydney 
Smith, ond afterwards formed ao 
partnership with H. F. Holland, 
Which continued until ‘his appoint- 
ment to the bench. 

In 1868, he*was appointed Crown 
Attorney for the united countles of 
Northumberland and Durham and 
three years later, Clerk of the Peace. 
During the years 1859-1860 he also 
held the position of warden of these 
Counties. He was clected a senator 
of Toronto University in 1859, and 
became a bencher of the Law Society 
of Upper Canada in 1871. 

He was appointed one of Her Ma- 
josty’s counsel learned in the law. b mi 

rd Monck in 1867, and in 1877. 
On the recommendation of Edward 
Blake was appointed’ Judge of the 
Queen's Bench Division of the High 
Court. “After ten years’ service Sir 

John A. Macdonald promoted him to 
to the-position of Chief Justice of 
that branch. He wont to the Court 
,of Appeal as Chief Justice of Ontar- 
fo on July 9, 1900, and in his last 
year was appointed to a seat on the 
—Supremo Court Bench. In 1896 he 
gerved on the commission that re- 
vised the statules of Ontario. 

Mr. Justice Armour was married in 
1856 to Eliza Clonch, daughter of 
tho late F, S. Clench of Cobourg. 

In early years a Consorvative in 
politics, he later changed his views 
and became-a supporter of Mr. Blake 
In-1874 ‘be was offered tho Libornal 
monimMation for West Northumberland 
in the House of Commons, but de 
clined. He is said to have been of 
the opinion that the independence of 
Canada would tend to the advance- 
ment of her bost interosts. What is 
said by Dent, tho historlan, is con- 
sidered to have been the most com- 
prohensive summing up of his char- 
actet—‘A man of wide reading, mul- 
tifarious knowledge and great 
shrowdness and: common sense,"’

Ottawa, July 14,—A resolution en- 
abiing the Government to increase 
tho circulation of Dominion bills 
from twonty million to thirty mil- 
lion dollars was moved by the Min- 
ister of Finance yesterday. In ex- 
planation, Mr. Fielding said that 
twonty-flve years ago, when the Is- 
sue wag twenty millions, the reserve 
was kept at 26 per cent. in gold or 
Imperial securltiss. Then the depos- 
{ls on chartered banks amounted to 
seventy-six millions. They ‘are now 
three hundred and seventy millions, 
In 1880 the total trade of Canada 
Was one hundred and seventy-four 
millions, it {s now four hundred and 
Gfty millions. Tt was porfectly safo, 
thorefore, to increase the issue, and 
the Government's ceurse in this re- 
@pect had been approved by the most 
prominent financial mon in Canada. 
Six milllons of the increased issue 
Was to be get aside as a special re- 
serve for savings banks, so that tha 
actual increase in loaning power 
would be only a million and a half. 

In reply to Mr. Maclean, Mr. Field- 
ing stated that the Government were 
considering the question of issuing 
$5 Dominion notes. 

A pill founded on the resolution 
was introduced and read a first time.

Mr. Ifelding, in reply to a ques- 
tion, stated that since Confederation 
soventeen Canadian chartered banks 
have failed or suspended business.

AJ] these things 
I accepted when I entered the profes- 
sion. I would be a fool to act the baby 
now that heavy burdens of trouble in 
other people’s lives are rolled upon me. 
It is all a part of the profession which 
I deliberately chose. A doctor might 
as well coinpiain that his work brings 
him face to face all the time with 
physical pain as the minister complain 
that bis work brings him constantly 
into the presence of sin sickness ang 
spiritual ruin. This is what every true 
ministry means and always will mean, 
and the man who wants to shirk all 
that had better never enter the bugi- 
wess of preacher and pastor.

work for humanity, or is the church 
even approximately doing the things 
ibat most need to be done? It ig not 
the serylce that I shrink from. 1 am 
only filled. with a great longing to 
serve in the place where it will amount 
to something.” 

“You are tired out.” John Gordon 
Jaid his hand affectionately on Paul 
Falmouth’s arm. He did not know 
just what else-to-say. His thought of 
the church had coincided too closely 
with the minister's to enable him to 
come to the defense of the church as It 
scemed to need defense in the face of 
Falmouth's doubts.

ADVENTIST CAMP AT BERLIN. 


Some Interesting Notes—What member 
of the Sect Believe. 

(We have been requested to publish 
the following, taken from ihe Berlin 
Telegraph of June 24th. We umder- 
stand there are some seventy mem- 
bers of the Advantist faith in Lindsay 
and vicinity; 

The very unfavorable condition of 
the weather has prevented many from 
visiting Berlin, who otherwise would 
be glad to doso. Under these circum- 
&tances it may be of interest to the 
general reader to know something of 
the belief of the Seventh Day “Aqd- 
yentists through the medium of the 
prqss. (Wie therefore give a brief out- 
line of the principal doctrines held by 
this people, : 

1—They believe that Jesug Christ 
wwas the Son of God’ umd that there ts 
Salvation from sin in no other name 
giyen under heayen among men ex- 
cept the name of Jesus. Acts 4; 12. 

2—They believe that the Bible is the 
word of God and that allihings neces- 
sary to salvation should be proven 
from the Bible alone, | ‘ 

8—They believe, in harmony with 
jthe teachings of all Christian beliey- 
ers, that the Ten Commamdments, ay 
recorded in the 20th Chapter of Ex- 
odus is a summary of God’s Holy Lan, 
and that they should be observed by 
all Christian believers just as they 
read without change or variation. 

In hgrmony with this belief, they 
observe the literal seventh day, or 
Saturday, as ithe Sabbath, instead of 
Sunday, the first day of the week. 

In short, they believe that the Sab- 
bath should be kept ‘according to 
the commpndment.” But the holy 
women whe attended the crucifixion 
‘of our Saviour “prepared spices and 
ointments” on Friday, the day of:his 
crucifixion, but act having lime to 
coropleie their work on that day, they 
left it over until Sunday, the ¢irst day 
of the week, and ‘‘rested the Sabbath 
day, according to the commandment.” 
See Luke 23;51—56; 24; 1. There- 
fore “the Sabbath day according to 
the commandment,” is Saturday, the 
seventh day, and nol Sunday, the first 
day of the week. And if the Sabbath 
is not kept “according to the com- 
mandment,” it is not, kept at all 

Of course there are multitudes who 
have lived and died im the observance 
of Sunday, supposing that they were 
keeping the Sabbath, ‘‘according to 
the commandment.” Such will not 
have the sin of Sabbath-breaking im- 
puted to them, They obeyed the com- 
mandment according to their best un- 
derstanding of it, and God willy ac- 
cept their works; but how will it be 
hyith those who murke the discovery.

Streets That Blow Away. 
(Montreal Daily Merald.) 
It is the easiest thing im the world 
to declaim against dust in the streets 


of Monireal, especially when, after 
thirty rainless days, every breeze 
gends up « cloud of limestone dust. 


Tt scems very difficult on the other 
hand, to find anyone willing to exer- 
cise his imagination enough to admit 
(hat we always will have dust storms 
in Montreal as lone as we persist in 
having streets that will blow away. A 
good macadam road is excellent im the 
townships, beeause a little dust more 
ot lesa matters little. But in ithe 
cily, where there are so many people, 
there ought to be roads that could be 
cleaned. 

The life history off a macadam road 
in a great city is briefly told You 
cul into a bed of limestone, break (he 
resulting stone inla small pieces, 
spread it on the roads, where il is 
ground imtq fine pieces by y heavy 
waggons, and then, at convenient in- 


tervals and after a good yain, the 
finished product is carted away as 
mud lo fill in waste spaces. Up in 
Mount Royal Park one can see the 


going on. Tle can sce 
the men q' ying out the rock, oth- 
ers, now and then, applying it tathe 
roads near by, others scraping up the 
mud and shovelling it into carts, ot h- 
ers dumping the cart loads inta (he 
uneven places, a few yards away. In 
fine weather he cam see the dust fly- 
ing almost anywhere ape turns. When 
we work up the spiril™ta abandon mn- 
eadam for cily streets, we wilt get 
quil of the dust, and of the mud, Not 
pefore. And people who are not pub- 
lic spirited enough ta see to it that 
the streelg are made of materials 
which can be cleaned, Who will not 
submit to the moderite taxation re- 
quited to make Montreal ag good us 
other cities in this respect, should at 
least Lave the grace lo moderate (heir 
language when these macadam roads 
in the matunal ordgr of their destruc- 
tion, make tbe air heavy with dust 
ané cover the foolwaya with mud.

Dr. Lapponi and the Popo’s valet, 
Centra, did their best to nourish 
the patient at brief intervals. Tho 
Pontiff spoke little and seemed 
muuch depressed. Chloral and caffeine 
were administered with good effect 
about sunrise, and the Ponti’ fell 
into a more restorative sleep than he 
had had all night. 

The life ‘of Pope Leo continues to 
hang by a throad, with the expecta- 
tion that any moment may bring 
tho final catastrophe. Yet the won- 
erful vitality of’the remarkable old 
nm is combatting a complication of 
eases Which would endanger a 
stro# man in the prime of life. 
throughout the day the reports from 
the sickroom have alternated with 
fears and hopes. 

Had But Liitle Refreshing Sleep. 

During the night the Pope secured 
but Httle refreshing sleep, and with 
this sleeplessness was augmented the 
depression. The difficulty in breath- 
fing had increased and a derange- 
ment of the kidneys began to ser- 
fously manifest itself. The official 
bulletin was supplemented in the 
course of personal conversation, by 
the doctors,‘ in which they showed 
that they entertained scarcely any 
hopes of recovery. Yet they always 
qualifed their statements,  set- 
ting forth tho Pope’s remarkable 
constitutional strength. 

Groups of silent people watched 
the Bente glimmer in the sick cham- 
ber till past midnight. The previaling 
Gentimeat of those admitted nearest 
to the sufferer is that his life is 
gradually ebbing away, but whether 
the final agony will be a matter of 
hours, or days, neither the doctors 
mor his nearest friends can tell. 


POPE TALKS OF HIS ILLNESS. 
Has Many Things te Do, Fears He Is Not 
Strong Enough. 


The following particulars wera ob- 
tained! of the doctor’s visit yesterday 
mornmg to the Pope. ‘‘How fecls 
His Holiness?’’ asked Dr. Mazzoni. 

“I do not feel as well. I am weak- 
-er,’' replied the Pontiff. 

“Perhaps you did not sleep. suffi: 
ciently?” 

“No, no,’’ answered the Pope. 

“I was better last night, I am 
sorry, becuuse to-day should be a 
day of great work. 

“Surely,’’ Dr. Mazzoni 
“His Holiness docs not 
work?” 

“‘Certainly,’’ answered the Pope. 

“TI have so many things to do. But 
I am ajlraid Ihave not the 
strength~’ 

Both of the doctors then proceeded 
to cemvince tho Pontiff of the neces- 
sity for rest, urging him not to 
Place obstacles in the way of his re- 
covery. 

“I shall do as you wish,’’ said the 
Pope, in conclusion, with a sigh of 
resignation. 

Afterwards His Holiness expressed 
@ desire to rise, saying he would be 
moore comfortable in his arm chair, 

Pope Walled to Chair. 

The Pope's attendant, Pio Cintra, 
then proceeded to help him to arise, 
but tho Pope refused his assistance, 
saying he could still move by him- 
self. In fact, without any help, ex- 
cept that afforded by his cane, the 
Pontiff walked a few steps to his 
erm chair, repeating now and then; 
“I am weaker. I am weaker,” 

Dr, Mazzoni, epeaking about the 
Pope this afternoon, remarked: 
“It has always been said that Pope 
Leo hes shown powers of extrnord{-

“On Friday Dr, Lapponi examined 
lhe Pope and foand pulmonary !n- 
flaramation in the right of the thor- 
ax between the inferior and middlo 
lobes. He informed Cardinal Ram- 
polla and began the treatment which 
he thought right on Saturday. Dur- 
ing the day tho inflammation spread, 
Dr, Lapponi wired direct to have 
Pope Leo seen by Dr, Mazzoni, who, 
since the operation {n 1899, has vis- 
ited the Pontiff occasionally, replac- 
ing Dr. Lapponi during his illness 
with appendicitis, 

“On Sunday Dr. Mazzoni went to 
the Vatican and examined the  pa- 
tent with Dr. Lappont, confirming 
the latter’s dingnosis, viz., an in- 
flammatory process in the lung. 
which was defined in the medical bul- 
letin as pulmonary hepatization. The 
original treatment was continued, 
consisting of supporting the strength, 
the heart and general condition — of 
the patient. 

“No noticeable change was obsery- 
ed until Monday evening, It was then 
found that the lowest part of the 
right of the thorax, which previous- 
ly was pervious to respiration had 
become impervious, affecting — the 
function of, the lung. The presence 
of liquid was suspected. The Pontiff 
spent an agitated and _ sleepless 
night. 

“On Tuesday many symptoms con- 
firmed tlie presence of liquid. Its! in- 
crease was considored to account for 
tho Pope's general growing worse. 
After a test puncture 800 grammes 
of bloody liquid wus extracted. ‘The 
condition of the patient improved 
immediately, reviving hopes, slight 
in'some persons and exaggerated in 
others. The amelioration in the con- 
dition of the patient was not con- 
tinued during Tuesday. Indeed, de- 
pression gained the upper hand.’’

This morning, 
after operation, his pulsation was 
92, his respiration 28, and his tem- 
perature 56 centigrade. The kidneys 
continue functionally deficient. - His 
general state is stationary.’’

IN THE PAR EAST. 
Bussia and Japan Secm Vory Likely to 
Clash Soon,

Dr. Lappont Has Declared Uis Menr to

At 12.25 this morning, it was 
Joarnod from Dr. Mazzoni that the 
condition of the Pontiff had not 
changed since the issue of the even. 
Ing bulletin at 7.80 o’clock, which 
announced that the patient's state 
wus grave, and at which hour Dr. 
Lapponi had declared his fear that 


there was no hope, but that the end 
might come during the night, 

The news of the sudden relapse of 
the Pope, the consultation of phy- 
siclans and the alarming bulletin, 
which followed, was on unexpected 
thunder jin what had already be- 
come in the public feeling oan un- 
clouded sky, The !dea now prevails 
that this brings to a definite end all 
of the bright hopes which were cher- 
ished this morning, 

Prof. Rossoni went through 
most careful exarminatfon of the il- 
lustilous patient, employing again 
what is known as the baceli systein, 
Phe consultation lasted over two 
hours. 

The Investigation unfortunately 
proved, not only the presence of 
fluid in the pleura, but its rapid aug- 
mentation, so that it already afilloe- 
ed the patient with the same dis- 
(urbarices that wero observed on last 
Tuesday, It was evident that anoth- 
er operation would be indispensable, 
but no decis{on on this point will be 
reached until after another consul- 
tation, which has been postponed un- 
til to-night, because of the weakness 
of the patient. The three doctors 
wlll make another examination with- 
in an hour or two. 

A state of great prostration has 
ensued, rendering worse the affection 
of the kidneys. It is Mkely that an 
injection ‘of salt water into the véins 
will be resorted to. The diarrhoea 
which appeared yesterday afternoon 
and occasioned the consultation has 
now ceased,

GOOD PROGRESS MADE,

Divisions of About 60 Ridings Settled by 
Redistribution Committee. 


Ottawa, July 10.—The special com- 
mittee {6 whom was referred the im- 
portant and difficult question of 
rearranging the constituencies for 
Federal purposes held another public 
meeting last evening. When the last 
public meeting adjourned, an impasse 
had apparently been reached, and 
there was every prospect of a pro- 
tracted discussion before any conclu- 
sion could be arrived at. In the in- 
terim, however, several private meet- 
ings have been held, with the result 
that when the members reassembled 
in public last evening Chairman Ty- 
inan presented a memorandum, which 
Was at once accepted by the leader 
of the Opposition, and which  dis- 
posed of 84 counties and districts 
which have a single representative. 
The feature of the evening's session 
Was the discussion respecting the re- 
presentation of Toronto, in which 
the claims of the city to a larger re- 
presentation than that accorded to 
it—five members—was presented with 
vigor by Messrs. B. F. Clarke, BD. B, 
Osler and A. IB. Kemp, The sitting 
representatives for Leeds, Brockville, 
Grey, Simcoe, Perth and Brant wero 
heard, and when the committee ad- 
Journed the division of the counties 


of Simcoe, Brant, York, Ontario, 
Perth, Bruce, and Iseds, and the 
town .of Brockville, having an ag- 


gregato representation of 16 seats, 
had been agreed upon. ‘This makes 
a total of 60 Ontario constituencies 
which have been finally disposed of. 
No attempt was made at this ses- 
sion to agree upon a division of To- 
ronto, 

Schedules were presented, award- 
Ing one member to each of the fol- 
lowing counties: Prescott, Glengar- 
ry, Stormont, IProntenac (excluding 
the Village of Portmouth), Russell

He trip- 
ped and fell, and suddenly there was 
precipitated into the chamber o pail 
of ice and some thirty or, forty glass 
prisms, 

There was several intense seconds, 
as the roof seemed to fairly rain 
glass over the head of Mr. McGow- 
an, but it glanced off his forehead, 
leaving him half stunned and bleed- 
ing. 

The .cmploye had his hands badly 
lacerated, but, wos able to draw 
himself up again. For fifteen min- 
utes the proceedings of the House 
Were informally suspended. 

Mr, MoGowan was led out of tho 
chamber. His wound was attended 
to and half an hour later he was 
back in his seat in the House, 


Safety of Employes. 


When tho House went into commit- 
tee on the Railway Commission Bill 
last night, when the clause and Mr, 
Ingram’s amendment were called, Mr. 
Ingram said that the Minister of La- 


bor and Mr. Hall and himself ‘had’ 


egreed to a clause on the lines of 
Mr. Ingram’s. Thereupon Mr. Suth- 
erlaid got up and moved the follow- 
ing clause, which was unopposed, and 
is now incorporated in the Railway 
Act: 

All box freight cars built {in Cana- 
da, for use on 
after the passing of this act, shall 
‘be provided with the following at- 
tachments for the security of rail- 
way omployes, viz.: 

(a) Outside ladders, or two of 
diagonally opposite ends, and sides 
of each car, projecting below the 
frame, the ladders being placed close 
to tho ends and sides to which they 
are attached, 

(b) Hand grips ‘plied anglewise 
over the ladders of each box car and 
Bo arranged as to assist persons in 
climbing on the roof by means of the 
ladder. 

All cars built prior to the passing 
of this act shall’ be fitted with such 
attachments on or before ‘Dec. 81, 
1905, provided that if there should, 
at any time, be any other improved 
sido attachment, which, in the opin- 
jon of the board, is better calculated 
to promote the safety of the train 
hands, then the board may ° require 
any of such cars not already fitted 
with the side attachments first men- 
tioned to bo fitted with said im- 
proved ‘attachments. 

Two Cents a Mile. 

Mr. W. F. Maclean moved an 
amendment, in the form of a sub- 
clause, enacting that the maximum 
passenger tariff on the railroads of 
Canada shall not exceed two cents 
a mile. 

‘A keen discuss{on ensued, but the 
amendment was declared lost. 

After considerable debate clause 
279 was finally amended so that the 
commission may make regulations 
that any person or company meking 
false classifications shall in addi- 
tion to the regular tolls be lable to 
the railway for fifty per cent. addi- 
tional to the regular charges.

STEEL RESOLUTIONS. 


Bounty of $6 Per Ton on Wire 
Rods and $3 on Plates, 


TO CONTINUE THE BOUNTIES. 


J eantles on Binder Twine Also Provided 
Wor—Ratlway Commlsston Bill Amend- 
ed—Compantes Must Proye Negli- 
gence in Caso of Cattle Killed 
on Rallways—Provisions Re- 
lating to Dratnage. 


Ottawa, July 9—Hon. Mr. Field- 
ing last night gavo notice of the 
following ‘resolution governing boun- 
ties on iron and steel. The Gover- 
nor-in-Councti may authorize pay- 
ment of the following bounties on 
the undermentioned articles, mwanu- 
factured in Canada irom steel pro- 
duced in Canada from ingredients of 
which not less than 60 per cont. of 
the weight thereof consists of pig 
iron made in Canada. 

That is to say: 

(a) On rolled, round wire rods not 
over 8-8 inches in diameter when sold 
to wire manufacturers for use in mak- 
tos wire in their own faotorles in 
Canada, a bounfy of $6 per ton. 

(b) On relied angles, trees, chan- 
nela, beams, joists, girders, or bridge 
building or structural rolled sections, 
and on other rolled shapes uot round, 
oval, square or flat, walghing not less 
than 85 pounds per lineal yard, snd 
also on fiat eye bar blanks when sold 
for consumption in Canada, a bounty of 
$3 per ton. 

(c) On rolled plates not less than 
80 inches in width and not less than 
414 inch in thickness when sold tor 
consumption in Canada for manufactur: 
ing purposes for which such plates ure 
usually required, and not to include 
plates to be sheared into plates of less 
Width, a bounty of $3 per ton. _ 

2 The Governor -in- Council may 
make regulations to. carry out the \n- 
tention of the foregoing seotion. 

8. Chapter 8 of the statutes of 1899 
be so amended as to provide that the 
bounty on steel and iron authorized by 
chapter 6 of the statutes of 1897 shall 
be continued until the 30th of June, 
1907, and that the rates of such 
bounties shall be as follows: 

(a) From he first of July, 1903, to 
June 30, 1904, both inclusive, shall be 
90 per -cent- of the amount fixed by 
wae chapter 6 of the statutes of

(b) From July 1, 1904, to June 30, 
1905, both inclusive, the bounty shall 
be 75 per cent. of the amount fixed 
by the said chapter. 

(c) From July 1, 1905, to June 30, 
1908, both inclusive, the bounty shall 
be 55 per cent. of the amount fixed 
by the said chapter. 

1906, to June 30, 


(@) From July 1, 
1907, both inclusive, the bounty shall 
be 85 per cent. of the amount fixed by 
the said chapter. , 

Binder Twine Bounty. 

The Governor in Council may au- 
thorize the payment of a bounty to 
any corporation, firm or person man-~ 
ufacturing binder twine in Canada, 
such bounty to be equal to the 
amount paid as export duty in the 
Philippine Islands on: Manilla fibre 
produced in such tslands, and used 
in the manufacture of binder twine 
in Canada. 

Such bounty shall only be payable 
fn respect of binder twine manufac- 
tured on or after the Ist day of 
September, 1902. Provided, howev- 
‘er, that the bounty shall not exceed 
thres-eighths of one cent per pound 
on the Manilla fibre so used in the 
Manufacture of binder twine. The 
Governor in Council may make reg- 
ulations to carry out the intention 
of this act. 

Appropriations Passed. 

Mr, Fielding moved two resol- 
utions making good $708,179 of sup- 
plies granted to His Majesty for the 
year ending June 30, 1903, and 
$18,342,659 for the year 1904, 
These sums represent appropriations 
passed in Committce of Supply for 
wpecial and immediate purposes, 

Replying to Mr. Scott, the Prem- 
jer stated that Mr. Justice Richards 
of Manitoba has been appointed a 
commission to enquire into com- 
plaints arising in Manitoba and the 
Northwest ‘Territories concerning the 
lumber trade. The investigation 
will begin at once. 

Mr. McCreary enquired if in decid- 
ing to pay over to Manitoba inter- 
terest im the deferred payments upon 
the sale of school lands was the 
Government influenced in any way 
by the Colonial Secretary or any 
one acting on behalf of the Imperial 
Government.

When the House went into commit- 
tee on the Railway Commission Bill, 
on clause 184, Mr. Henderson moved 
his amendment giving rural munici- 
palities the same protection against 
electric railways in respect to rail- 
way rights on public highways that 
is provided for towns and citles.

The Minister of Railways moved an 
amendment to clause 198, giving the 
commission power to compel the ad- 
mission of telephone wires of a com- 
pany or municipality to railway sta- 
tions.

BERLIN CONFERENCE. 


Municipal Representatives Con- 
sider Power Questions. 


COMMITTEE WAS APPOINTED. 


Will Seonre Information Regarding the 
Purchase of Power From Niagara 
Falls Delivered—The Three Cholces 
Open te the Municipalities Eo- 
quiring Electric Powor—Pres\- 
dent Snyder's Address. 


Berlin, July 10.—A conference was 
held yesterday to consider what ac- 
tion should be taken under the re- 
cently passed Provincial Power Act. 
H, W. B. Snyder of St. Jacobs pre- 
sided and among those present were: 
Mayor Butcher, H. L. Rice and Jas. 
Maxwell of St. Mary's; Mayor Ham- 
ilton, Colonel White and Ald, Car- 
ter of Guelph; G. H. Douglas, Strat- 
ford; Robt. Scoft, Galt: Mayor Beck 
and City Clerk C. Ddward of Lon- 
don; Mayor Bean and J. C. Haight, 
Waterloo; Dr. Lackner, M.P.P., May- 
or Eden, J. G. Wing, John Lang, 
C. K. Hagedorn, W. H. Breithaupt, 
G. M. DeBus, Berlin; E. W. B. Sny- 
der, St. Jacobs; Mayor Maxwell and 
S. Chance, St. Thomas; S, J. Cher- 
ry, Preston; Peter Brisk, Bridge- 
port. 

Mr. Snyder addressed the meeting. 
We outlined the scope of the bill and 
said he had interviewed the power 
companies, one of which claimed to 
be able to deliver power in a year, 


_and it was not up to the municipal- 


jties to go together. The bill, he 
said, gave these options: 

1. For the municipalities to devel- 
op, transmit and distribute power, 
through a commission appointed by 
justices, 

2. To buy the power at its source, 
transmit and distribute, also under a 
similar commission. 

8. To buy power delivered at their 
limits and distribute it among the 
consumers, In this case the muni- 
cipality will elect its own commis- 
sion. 

Mr, Snyder’s Recommendation. 

Under clauses 1 and 2 municipal 
corporations will have te do their 
own financing, and it is a question 
if they are ready to do so. It seems 
they are hardly ready for this step. 
Personally he thought it best to buy 
the power and do the distributing. 

Mr. Snyder gave some interesting 
figures gleaned from the engineer's 
report made to the Niagara Power 
Commission, Ho claims that trans- 
mission of electricity by duplicate 
lines can be made at $3,600 a mile. 
To reach all these western corpora- 
tions about 200 miles would have to 
be covered. This would mean a cost 
of $720,000. Add to that about 
$160,000 for right of way, and the 
total cost wi}l he close onto $1,000,- 
000. The engineer who gave these 
figures designed the succossful trans- 
mission line from California to Colo- 
rado. zm 

Allowing for the cost of mainten- 
ance annually, and distributing 20,- 
900 horse-power, the ontire cost 
would be met by selling power at 
$5 per horse-power and paying off 
the indebtedness in 20 years. 

Tn carrying out the work under the 
third plan, which he cons{ders most 
reasonable, it would be woll to ap- 
point a committea of five, whose 
duty it will be to merge tho various 
municipalities into a group. 

Committee Named. 


The chairman was authorized to 
appoint a committee of seven to ga- 
ther information and to take the 
necessary steps to form a union of 
munteipalities.

WHISPERED BENEDICTIONS. 


Parting Words Were Not of Hie Physical 
Angulo But Those 
Around Him—Papal Power Now 
fin Hands of Cardinal Oreglia— 


Blessings to 


Only Goneral Arrangements 
For Faneral Yet. 


Rome, July 21.—Popo Leo XIII, is 
dead. 

His life flickered out at four min- 
utes past four o'clock yesterday af- 
ternoon. i? 

Tho perlod of over two weoks that 
Popo Leo passed in the shadow of 
denth was no less wonderful than 
his life. The plcuro-pneumonia, with 
which His Holiness had beon suffer- 
Ing, was scarcely so responsible 
his death as the inevitable decay of 
tlssuo following old age. Tho emaci- 
ated and lifeless frame, which hold so 
brave a spirit lies on the bed in the 
‘Vatican besido which almost all the 


world has prayod. The red domask » 


coverlet ‘rests lightly on the body, 
the cardinal’s scarlet cape is about 
tho shoulders, whilo on his head has 
been placed tho Papal hood of vel- 
vet, bordored with ermine. A white 
silk handkerchief is bound about his 
chin, and in the hands, which have 
blessed so many thousands, has been 
placed a crucifix. So the body of 
Pope Leo will remain until to-day, 
watched by uniformed officers of the 
guard and rough clad Franciscan 
ponitentiarics. 
Pronounclng Official Death. 

To-day tho sacred college of cardl- 
nals will assemble for the impressive 
ceremony of officially pronouncing 
Pope Leo dead. After this sad func- 
tion has been performed the body 
will be taken to the small throno 
room adjoining the death chamber, 
whero it will be embalmed. The fun- 
eral ceremonies will extend over nino 
days, the remains being removed to 
the Cathedral of St. Peter’s, whero 
they will lic in state. Tho ultimate 
resting placo of the dead Pontiff 
will be in the magnificent basilica of 
St. John tho Lateran. 

Pope Leo's final moments were 
marked by that same serenity and

devotion, and, when he was con- 
scious, that calm intelligence which 
is associated with his twenty-fivo 
years’ Pontificatc. His was no easy 
doath. An hour before he) died, turn- 
ing to Dr. Lapponi and his devoted 
valot, Pio Centra, he murmured, 
“The pain I suffer is most terrible.’ 
Unselfish Parting Words. 

‘Vet his parting words were not of 
tho physical anguish that he suffer- 
ed, but were whispered benedictions 
upon the cardinals and his nephows, 
who knelt at the bedside, and his 
look was toward the great ivory 
crucifix hanging in the death cham- 
ber. Practicpllv all the cardinals 
now in Rome kneeling at tne opca- 
side, watched the passing of his 
soul, Earlior in the day Cardinal 
Soraflno Vannutelli had impressivley 
pronounced the absolution in articulo 
morls. 

Tho condition of His Holiness var- 
fed from agony to coma. Of this 
supreme moment Dr. Lapponi gives 
an impressive description: 

Resigned and Serene, 

“Death occurred through ‘exhaus- 
tion, although in the last two hours 
Pope Leo made a supreme offort to 
gather all his energics. He succeeded 
in recognizing those about him by 
the sound of their voices, and his 
sight was almost entirely lost, Still, 
he mado a marvelous display of his 
onergy, and oven his death was real- 
ly grand. It was resigned and ser- 
eno. Vory few examples can be giv- 
en of a man of such advanced age, 
after so exhaustive on illness, show- 
{ng such supremo cournge in dying. 
Tho Pontiff’s last bronth was taken 
exactly at four minutes past four. I 
approached a Mghted candle at his 
mouth threo times, according to the 
traditional ceremonial, and -after- 
wards declared the Pope to be no 
moro, J thon went to inform Card- 
dnol Oroglia, the dean of tho sacred 
college, who immediately assumed 
full power and gave orders that tho 
(Vatican be cleared of all curfous por- 
sons having no right to be therein. 
Contemporancously tho cardinal in- 
structed Mgr. Righ!, master of cere- 
monies, to send two Swiss guards 
from tho Clemontino Fall to close all 
tho ontrances to the Vatican and dis- 
miss all persons from the doath 
chambor, the body being entrusted to 
the Franciscan penitentlarios.’" 

1 Cardinal Oreglia.

HISTORY OF HIS LIFE. 


Born In Carpinoto on March 2. 1610, Leo's 
Carser Early Indicated the Tralts 
the World Knows So Well. 


High up [n a cleft of Monti Le 
pint, a portion of the Volscian 
range, is situated tho little town 
of Carpineto. Its five thousand in- 
habitants pursue the even tenor of 
thelr way far from tho stir of the 
world, Though but fifty miles south- 
west of Romo, its inaccessibility 


practically cuts it off from the fret- 
ful rush of this age. No railway de- 
‘ secrates the quiet of the mountain 
hamlet, and few care to toil up the 
zig-zag path that leads to this frag- 
‘ment of the old world. It is sur 
rounded by ancient fortifications. 
Early in the seventeonth century ao 
monastery of the Reformed Francis- 
can Monks was established there. Its 
quaint mediaeval houses and streets 
streggle with picturesque lack of 
| plan over its uneven resting place. 
It: was to this refugo that a noble 
family of Sicna came about 1530, 
driven from its native place by in- 
ternecine feuds. This family boro the 
surname of Peccl. It settled down, 
and its members became distinguish- 
ed inthe church and in the law 
courts. It was in this quiet spot 
that, on March 2, 1810, Joachim 
Vincent Raphael Lodovico Pecci, the 
future Pontiff, was born. His mo- 
ther was the soul of overy good 
work of piety and act or “pnian- 
thropy sot on foot in the town. His 
father was an officer in Napoleon's 
legions. 

The boy was of a delicate consti- 
(ution, and his mind was never turn- 
ed by the glamor of his father’s pro- 
fession. Ewvidence of this is found in 
the fact that in his fourteonth year, 
on being chosen from his fellows to 
deliver an oration before the as- 
sembled faculty and students of his 
collego, he chose as his subject the 
moral and bloodless triumph of the 
Holy See over the brute violence of 
Napoleon’s despotism. 

Influenced by Leo XII. 

In 1817 tho family moved to Rome 
in order that the lad might attain 
some tincture of letters. A year later 
he was placed in the Jesuit college 
at Viterbo, where he remained for 
six years. Among his (schoolmates 
there was the venerable Father Tel- 
hier, S.J., who died not many years 
ago in Montreal, Superlor-General of 
the Mission in Canada. In his 
eleventh year, while still in thocare 
of the Jesuits, he was brought very 
near to death’s door by a sickness 
¢hat impaired his health for the re- 
mainder of his life. He was one of 
the first students to be enrolled in 
tho Collejie Romano, after its) re- 
storation to the Jesuit order in 
1826. In this year he headed a de- 
putation of students who waited on 
Pope Leo XII. Tho Shexecter i and 
personality of this pious ys G 
indeliblo Pacreseton on ie you! ws 
mind. It was then, no doubt, that 
his priestly ambition was fired: 

Tho academic course of Joachim 
Pecei was one of brilliance, and fore- 
shadowed tho greatness of the ma- 
ture man. From his twelfth year he 
had written Latin prose and verso 
with facility and elogance. In 1828 
ho is recorded as being first of his 
class in physics and chemistry. At 
the close of his course in 1830 the 
high distinction was conferred upon 
him of being called upon to repre- 
sent his college in a defence against 
all-comers of theses from the sub- 
Ject-matter of three years teaching. 
This tourncy of mentality was a 
great scholastic event, and tho high- 
est dignitaries entered the lists on 
these occasions. 

Unfortunately his frail constitution 
forbado that ho should pluck this 
laurel. In the work of preparation 
he broke down and his physician 
would not allow him to participate 
in tho strifo of arguments. 

Entors University of Rome. 


At the completion of his arts 
course in 1830 he entered on tho 
study of Divinity at tho University 
of the Sapienza, or, moro proporly, 
the University of Rome. He so ox- 
celled in his tirst year that he was 
again selected for public disputation. 
Of his performance The University. 
Register records: ‘“‘The young dispu- 
tant gave such ovidenco of his abil- 
ity that one may casily divine to 
What distinction he is sure to at- 
{ain.’’ Such was his success that ho 
was asked to repeat the lectures on 
philosophy to the students of the 
Gorman college. 

Waving cast in his lot with tho 
secular priesthood he had in 1832 to 
choose botween parochial duty or 
tho diplomatic sorvico of the Ponti- 
ficial Government. He chose tho 
latter and entored tho academy for 
noble occlosiastics, Hero he was in- 
structed by the most eminent jurists 
in civil and canon law. He contin- 
ued to push his studies in theology 
and won notable honors. Tho eyes 
of the highest dignitarics had been 
drawn to the young scholar by tho 
time he became Doctor of Civil and 
Ganon Law, On the accession of 
Gregory XVI. to Petor’s chair, Card- 


inal Paccn recommended warmly 
young Pecef to his notice, Accord- 
ingly in January of the year in 


which Victorfa asconded the throna 
of Great Britain, he ontored on his 
first clerical appointment as Domes- 
| tle Preluteto Gregory. On Noy. 17 
ent 24 rosnantivaly ba racalved suh- 


deaconship and deaconship of Mgr, 
"Sinbald{, archbishop of Damictta, at 
fhe Church of St. Andrew on the 
Quirfindl. On the 31st of December 
af tbo samo vear the order of oriest- 
flood was coriferrea tpon nim py 
Cardinal Odescalcht, 
Transformed a Province. 

The young priest was, in February, 

1838, appointed Governor of the Pa- 


pal Province of Deneyento. The 
state, though only forty-six square 
miles in extent, was {n a condition 
of turbulence bordering on onarchy. 
The new governor had to deal with 
brigands and sinugglers. Hardly had 
he entered on his duties than he was 
struck down by typhoid fever and 
his physicfans pronounced his case 
hopcloss. To the astonishment and 
Joy of all his life was spared. -Be- 
fore his recall In 1841 ho had trans- 
formed the province. Of his rulo 
Right Rev. Bernard O'Reilly says in 
his excellent biography of Leo XII: 
“With the extirpation of brigandage, 
the expulsion of political conspira- 
tors and refugees, and the revival of 
agriculture and industry, {t was now 
an casy task to govern Benevento.’” 

Further honors were waiting him. 
In May, 1841, ho was appointed Del- 
egate of Spoleto and was sent to 
Perugia. It was regarded by the 
church a most important commis- 
sion, as the state was permeated 
with revolutionary societies and 
anti-Christian movements. His per- 
iod of governmont was a repatition 
of his success at Benevento. Among 
other of his innovations was the 6s- 
tablishment of the Perugia Savings 
Bank. Ho recognized that education 
was a potent agent for the regenera— 
tion of Italy and used all his influ- 
ence to open schools where there were 
none, and to improve them where 
they existed. 


Created Archbishop. 


In his thirty-third year on January 
27, he was created titular archbish- 
op of Damictta, and was, on March 
19, transferred to fill the post of 
Apostolic Nuncio at the court 
of Brussels, Difficult and more 
difficult were the tasks assigned to 
him. Belgium was at this time a hot- 
bed of conspiracies against church 
and State. Education again becamo 
the care of Nuncio Pecci, and he set 
himself to build up the denomina- 
tional schools fnd colleges. At 
court hs won golden opinions, and 
Leopold TI. was once compelled to 
say, ‘‘Really, Monsignor, you are as 
clever a politician as you are an ex- 
cellent churehman.’’ When in the 
autumn of 1845 he was recalled to 
become Bishop of Perugia, he bore 
with him g request from MLcopold, 
that the Pops would confer on his 
young Ambassador the distinetion of 
a cardinal’s hat. His return. was 
delayed by 1 month’s visit at- the 
court of St. James, in England, and 
several weeks’ stay in Paris, so that 
when at last he arrived in Rome, 
Gregory was at death’s door and un- 
able to read’ the recommendation. It 
was the Pope’s expressed’ intention, 
however, to bestow upon” him the 
red' hat, an intentfon the fulfillment 
of which was only prevented by the 
death of the Pontiff. It was noé till 
Dec. 19, 1858, that Pius IX. raised 
him to this eminence, giving him the 
presbyteral title of St. Ghrysojonus. 

His Work From 1846 to 1878. 


The episcopate of Bishop Pecci 
fell upon the darkest days of the 
Roman Catholic Church. It was the 
period during which temporal power 
was soquestrating the Papal pro- 
perty, and revenues. In his bishopric 
he labored to strengthen the cause 
of the paurok dD su sngthening an 
reorganizing the educational ant 
charitable imstitutions. He kept a 
close watch on tho training and 
teaching of his clergy, For tho en- 
couragement of study of Christian 
philosophy, he, in 1858, drew up a 
constitution and rules for an aca- 
demy of St. Thomas Aquinas, in con- 
formation with which an academy. 
was founded in 1872. When later 
Pecci became Leo XUI., the philoso- 
phical method of St. Thomas be- 
came the guide of all Catholic teach- 
ers. Tho pastoral letters issued by 
the Bishop of Perugia, during these 
atormy years (1846-1878) were a 
remarkably strong defence of tho 
Papal position, and were calculated 
to unite the Perugian poople against 
temporal encroachments 

In 1875 Cardinal Peccl was ap- 
pointed protector of the Third Order 
of St. Francis of Assissi, and on 
Noy. 26 of that year ho took formal 
possession of his charge. Two years 
later ho was summoned to Rome to 
tako up. the duties of Cardinal Cam- 
erlengo, a charge involving, during 
the vacancy of the Papal chair, tho 
supreme authority to administer the 
temporalities of the Holy See. Pius 
IV. at this time was drawing very 
near to the close of his days, and 
many were tho burdens that fell on 
the Camerlengo. 

Became Pope Feb. 20, 18738. 


On Feb. 7, 1878, Plus IX. passed 
away. After nino days’ devotions 
the Sacred College prepared for the 
election of his successor. At the third 
ballot, on Feb. 20, Cardinal Pecci 
was elected by tha votes of forty- 
four of the sixty-one cardinals pres- 
ent, and from that time ho has been 
known to the world as Leo XIII. As 
such ho was the 257th successor of 
St. Peter. The burden of honor 
seams to have been not altogether a 
Welcome ono. It is the custom after 
the ballots have been cast to read 
them aloud. Cardinal Donnot, who 
Was present, Says: “I remarked that 
Cardinal Pecci, hearing his own 
namo mentioned so often, and that 
everything pointed to him as the 
Successor of Pius IX., great toars 
rolled down his cheeks, and his hand 
Shook so violently that the pon it 
held fell to tho ground,”” 

Tt has been stated that Leo was 
elected because his age and feeble 
conditlon promised but ‘a short reign, 
To thoso who are familiar with his 
life, however, and who knew his 
mental and spiritual claims to the 
high office, cannot help believing 
that the cardinals were sincere in 
thetr cholte. Ha was crowned with 


ail, duo solemnity, in| the Sistene 
Chapel, on Sunday, March 3. 1878. 

As Pope, Leo's policy has beex 
consistent with his record in Perug- 
fa. As Cardinal-Bishop he protested 
against tho loss of temporal power 
in 1870, against the confiscation of 
dhe property of religious orders, and 
against tho civil marriage ablish- 
ed by the Itallan Government. Ha 
refused, on one occasion, to welcome 
Ulster Emmanuo) in bis dine-ase Ao 
Pope he ever regarded Nimscl! as a 
prisoner within the Vatican. He 
made strong efforts to have forelgm 
countries accredit ambassadors to 


the Vatican, but without @uecess. 
Newm in's Appreciation. - 

John Henry Newman, author of 
“Toad, Kindly Light," whom he 
created cardinal the year after his 
accession to Peter's chair, said of 
Leo: ‘In the successor of Pius I re- 
Cognize a depth of heart, a winning 
simplicity, and a power answering ta 
the name of Leo which prevent ma 
from lamonting that Plus {s no longer 
er here.’” 

Tho great civilizing potentiality of 
the British Empire had attracted tha 
attontion of Leo from his earliest 
student days. His first official act 
after coronation wes the promul, 
tion of # bull reconstituting the 
tholic hierarchy of Scotland, with 
the title of tho Sce of Edinburgh. In 
November of the same year the new 
diocese of Leeds was formed. 

The new Pope set himself with vig- 
or to do what ho could to amslior 
ate the condition of the laboring 
classes throughout tho world. 


great an energy did he display fm ~ 


this direction that he won the affec- 
tionate title of ‘The Workingman’s 
Pope.’ In December, 1878, hs fe 
sued an encyclical on Socialism that 
recelved world-wide attention, not so 
much because of the high station of 
its author as on account of his mas— 
tery of his subject. = 

Teo kept a wonderful grasp on the 
minutia of political movements in alf 
corners of the world. His consummate 
knowledge enabled him to choose @& 
position for the church on all mat- 
ters with such prescience that after 
events did not necessitate the hu- 
miliation of a withdrawal. In ev- 
erything, whether the reception of = 
pilgrim or the rebuking of an Em- 
peror, ha was the embodiment of 
tact. He was perfunctory in nothing, 
but thorough in everything. His per- 
sonal life wes that of an ascetic. 
His repasts were most frugal. Hes 
Was accustomed to labor at his ex— 
cyclicals or other works in the quiet 
hours of the night, when all the rest 
of Rome slept. He was the first oc 
cupant of his office to give an inter 
view to the press. He filled his’ high 
station for a quarter of a century 
with a beneficent care for the wel- 
fare of man that won him the title 
of “Prince of Peace.” 

His Jubliees’ Popular Events. 

His jubilees were occasions ef 
great rejoicing to the 225,000,000 
Catholics who acknowledged his sov- 
ereignty. The first of these was the 
jubilee of his ordination, when on 
Jan. 1, 1888, 50,000 of his spirit- 
ual subjects from all cornérs of tha 
globe went to Rome to pay homage 
to him in St. Peter’s.

WNotivithstanding the dact that year 
after year the potatoe orop in Canada 
ts very much lessened by blight and 
rot, and jthat this blight cam be pre- 
vented to a large extent by spraying, 
pomparatively few, farmers spray 
their potatoes to prevent this disease. 
it has been known for about eighteen 
yeyars that Bordeaux mixture qwilk 
preyent the blight, andit has been 
frequently demonstrated by experi- 
menters and by other growers pf po- 
tatoes that the crcp is much increaged 
by spraying. Im order, hojever, to. 
get potatos groivers to spmy it is 
mecessary to keep comstantly demon- 
gtrating the value of it. The results 
of the tests made at the Central Bx- 
pperimental Farm, Ottawa, in 1902 
jand 1903 should be gufificient to in- 
duce everyone wiho lives in a disease 
fmfected district to apray. ( t 

im 1901 cight varieties were tested. 
(he average increase in yield per acre 
of the eight varieties where sprayed 
svas 94 bushels. im one variety, how- 
ever, there was an imcreage of 171 
bushels, and in another 155 bushels 
per acre. In 1902, eleven varieties 
were tested. The average increase in 
yield of marketable potatoes, where 
sprayed, was 120 bushels per acre, the 
yield per acre of marketable potatoes 
from the sprayed being 310 bushels 
12 pounds per acre, and from the un- 
gptayed 189 bushels 54 pounds.

| TRAIN WRECK AT PETERBORO 


) ms a 
TWO DOUBLE-HEADERS COLLIDE 
WITH DISASTROUS RESULTS. 


— 
A Dwelling Shattered by One of tho 
Engines—Train Crews Jumped and 
Escaped Injury—Cause of Accident 
Tuesday aflernoon about 4.30  an- 
other accident happened on the G,T.R. 
near the Wm. Iarnilton Works at Pe- 
terboro, and as ao result {wo engines, 
a caboose, and a couple of box cara 
loaded with grain, were badly wreck- 
ed, in addition to considerable damage 
being done ta the track and property 
in tho vicintty. 

About 1,80 in the afternoon a 
double-header train in charge of Cons 
doctor flarding left Lindshy loaded 
mith grain enroute from Midland to 
Belleville. The train wus followed a 
half hour later by another in charge 
of Qonductor Hodgson, The firgt 
train wis separated, the van ‘and a 
dozen of more cars being at a stand- 
still, we understand, inside the sema- 
phore, when the accident happened. 
Beo-e the Hamilton Works are reach- 
ed trains descend a lieavy grade and 
pass around a sharp curve. The en- 
frincers—Messrs. Shields and Topley— 
of Conductor Hodggson'’s train sawi the 
first train at a stamdgtill on the track 
after rounding the curye. They ap- 
plied the air-brakes, reversed the en= 
gines amd did everything possible ia 
Ayert a collision, but the train wag 
trayelling at a good rate, and seeing 
an accident inevitable, sounded the 
jyhistles and then jumped jn order to 
Kave their ohym lives, 1 | { 

The awfol crash came a few min- 
utes later. One engine wos Vhropyn 
against a small rougheast house, dam- 
aging it badly, amd tthe other qvns 
thrown aeross the track. The \van of 
the first train twas Completely smash- 
ed into small kindling wood and two 
box cars loaded with corn were 
wrecked, the corn being piled high om 
the track, In the rougheast house re- 
ferred to a family resided, but fort- 
unately happened to be out at the 
time. Mir. Ricifirdson, cattle buyer, 
of Millbrook, and another gentleman, 
were in the van ofthe first train, and 
hearing the other cme coming along 
they got out in the nick of time. Had 
they waited © minute they would have 
been killed or seriously injured.

STEAMER BELONGS TOC. P.R. 


4 Valuable Cargo, Including Over One 
Thousand Cattle—Sir Thomas Shaugh- 


nessey Says the Loss Will Bo 
$1,500,000 If the Vessel De- 
comes » Total Wreck—No 


Lives Were Loat. 


Montreal, July 16,—Despatches re- 
®elved yesterday aunounce that tho 
©. P. R. Steamer Monterey had gone 
ashore a ttle west of Point Platte, 
Miguelon, 

Tho cargo consisted of cattle, The 
Passengers were put ashore yester- 
slay morning in dense fog. Wrecking 
Steamers are being sent from St. 
MTohns in the hope of reloading the 
ship and saving the cargo. 

Sir Thomas Shaughnessy said that 
fhe was not suificiently a good sea- 
Man to be able to account for the 
accident, but it appeared as if there 
Nvas in the neighborhood a consider- 
‘able amount of sea room. However, 
Rhe information to hand in regard 
fo it was of a goneral character, 

““Supposing,”’ he was asked, ‘‘tho 
whip is a total loss; what will be the 
Hguro?’t 

A Dangerous Spot. 

“One and a half millions,’’ he re- 
plied, ‘‘would be about thie figure.’”” 

That syould cover the boat and 
rargo. 
| The point where tho Monterey went 
‘ashore is well known as a dangerous 
pot to mariners, as the current is 
fvery strong and the rocks abound on 
pvery side. 

The Steamship Montrose will take 
tthe place of the Monterey on tho 
Bristol route. The details of the 
‘work are as yet very mieagra, but 
Sir Thomas was of the opinion that 

-khe casualty occurred late on Tues- 
May night, the isolation of the spot 
accounting for the tardy arrival of 
Khe news. 

Later despatches received at the 
bfices of the company state that 
halls 1, 2, 8, 4, and 5 of the Mont- 
eroy are leaking, and the salt water 
thas got into the tanks of fresh wa- 
Rer that is used for the cattle. An 
attempt was made at high water 
yesterday to float the steamer under 
her own steam, but the attempt was 
fot successful. Fortunately the wea- 
mher is quite calm, and the efforts to 
oat the Monterey are being carried 
0, therefore, under favorable con- 
Aitions, 

In the event of a storm springing 
Up tha outlook will be grave, as ow- 
ing to the position of the vessel she 
Would be speedily broken up. 

The hull of the Monterey is valued 
at $700,000, and her cargo of live 
Biock alone {is valued at §97,000. 
‘here Was one passenger on board, 
Bir. Percy J. Chalmers of Vancouver, 

Her Valuable Cargo. 

The cargo carried by the Monterey 
n what seems to be her last trip, 
fWas as follows: 1,043 head of cattle, 
2,046 boxes of butter, 7,025 sacks 
Oi four, 789 boxes of boxed meats, 
#150 pails of lard, 250 boxes of 
Mard, 3,932 pieces of deals, 112,246 
Pieces of boards, 28 pieces of timber, 
86 bundles of backing, 71 crates of 
Moulding, 18 bales of leather, 210 
Barrels nickel copper mats, 88,115 
bushels of wheat. 

The steamship Monterey belonged 
to the Canadian Pacific Atlantic 
Bteamship service. She left Mont- 
meal on July 10 with a full cargo, 
bound for Bristol, and was under the 
commend of Captain R. O. Williams, 
he of the most trusted and capable 
eepteins in the service of the com- 
peny. The Monterey was of 5,455 
fons gross and 8,000 tons dead 
Weight. 

She was Comparatively a new 
Doet, being built in the month of 
Bey, 1898, on the Tyle, by the Pal- 
mers of Newcastle. With a length of 
445 feet, 52 feet wide and 27 feet 
deep, she was an up-to-date and ex- 
@ellent type of the vessel built for 
the Atlantic frelght service. Her 
“pgines were of 661 horse-power, 
gud she could maintain a speed of 
226 knots.

Richardson and his wife were pre- 
sent during the whole sitting of the 
jury, and took everything very cool- 
ly, but always paid good attention 
to the evidence.

Veteran Journalist and Parliamentarian 
\ Died of Heart Disease at Sydney, C.B., 
en His Way to Newfoundland. 


Guelph, July 18.—A telegram re- 
telved here at 3.50 p.m. yesterday, 
announced the death at Sydney, 0. 
B., of Mr. James Innes, ex-M.P, for 
South Wellington. Mr. Innes was on 
his Way to spend a month with his 
old friend Mr, Reid of St. John's, 
Newfoundland. The announcement 
Was most unexpected to his numer- 
ous friends in the city, as he went 
@way on Monday last in the best of 
health and spirits, expecting to en- 
joy a pleasant holiday. Mr. Innes 
Was @ native of Huntley, Aberdeen- 
shire, Scotland, born on Feb. ist, 
1833. He was educated there and at 
the Aberdeen Grammar School, Fon 
five years he taught school before 
coming to Canada with the family in 
1858. After a short time working 
around he devoted himself to jJourn- 
alism, and was reporter and asso- 
Clate editor on several leading news- 
papers in those days, including The 
Colonist. The Toronto Globo under 
the management of tho late George 
Brown, The Hamilton ‘Times, and 
The Guelph Advertiser, In 1862, in 
company with the late John C. Mo- 
Lagan, proprictor of The Vancouver 
World, he took hold of The Mercury 
and made it a success in the Reform 
interests. (After Mr, McLagan’s re- 
tirement from the firm Mr, Innes car- 
ried on the business alone for a num- 
ber of years, when he took into 
Partnership his brother-in-law, Mr, 
John A. Davidson, and they made 
‘fhe Mercury one of the best local 
papers outside of Toronto and Lon- 
don. In July, 1898, Messrs. Innes 
and Davidson retired, their interests 
being bought out by his nephew, 
James Innes McIntosh, and Mr. ¥. 
W. Galbraith. 

Mr, Innes was married in 1873 to 
Helen Gerrard, widow ot Jonathan 
Dale, Planter, Granado, W.I., alson 
native of Aberdeenshire, They had 
no family; Mrs. Innes died four years 
ago.

SALVAGE DENIED FOR KING'S BOAT. 


Though Furnessia Went to Rescuo of 
Government Boat, 1t Loses Hult. 


London, July 18—The Judicial 
Cominittee of the Privy Council has

Ottawa, July 15.—Sir Wilfrid Lau- 
rien, Sir Wm. Mulock, Hon. Mr, 
Fielding and Hon, Mr, Paterson re- 
ceived yesterday afternoon a very 
large deputation, representing the 
Ontario Guvernment and the muni- 
cipalities «@f Ontario and Quebec, 
who made known their views on tho 
points raised in connection with the 
Toronto & Hamilton Railway Bill 
‘The views of the municipalities wero 
concisely set forth in the following 
memorandum, which was handed to 
the Prime Minister:— 

“Mhe following municipal represen- 
tatives, in conference assembled, af- 
ter careful consideration of the bill 
for the incorporation of the Toronto 
& Hamilton Railway Co., and of the 
principley involved therein, and in 
other bills. of a similar character 
now before the Parliament of Can- 


ada; desire to ailirm the following 
principles:— 
Principles Affirmed. 
‘That undertakings entirely pro- 


yincial and essentially for local or 
municipal purposes should not be re- 
qioved from provincial and municip- 
al control by mere declaration that 
such work are for the general advan- 
tage of Canada. 

“Phat no such declaration should 
be made in any case until the Gov- 
ernment and Parliament are satis- 
Ged by actual proof that the declar- 
ation is true. 

“That all the street railways or 
tramways or electric railways con- 
structed and oporated wholly or in 
pert through the streets or highways 
ofa municipality are essentially ofa 
local character and should be left 
under the jurisdiction of the local 
Legislatures and municipalities, 

“‘That the Local Legislatures have 
hitherto dealt with the incorporation 
of such railway companies and have 
provided safeguards for the con- 
struction and operation of such rail- 
Ways and their rights so to do 
should not be interfered with.’’

Manages to Keep Alive. 


MEDICAL THEORIES UPSET. 


The Pontiff Rallics Agnin After Hia Con- 
dition Had Sunk to the Lowess Ebb— 
End May De Has ed by Inability 
to Eat, Heart Failure or Pro- 


gress of Pleurlo Disease—

Rome, July 16.—(1.20 a.m,)—Ano- 
ther remarkable rally in Pope Leo'a 
condition occurred yest@rday after- 
noon after a morning in the course 
of which His Doliness suffered spells 
of delirium and at times his strength 
sank to the lowest ebb, and now this 
morning “he Hes in no worse condi- 
tion than he was on Monday even- 
ing, except for the steady diminu- 
tion of his strength. Monsignor Bis- 
Jeti, master of the chamber, visited 
the sick room just after midnight, 
and on emerging Stated that the 
Pontiff’s condition Was unchanged. 
‘A little later the Pope fell into a 
sleep, which, jt has just been an- 
nounced, is fairly tranquil, although 
the patient's respiration ig trouble- 
some. 

Upsets All Medical Theories. 


Yesterday’s rally was characteris- 
tically opposed to every medical the- 
ory, and consisted in getting out of 
@ bed on which two hours previous- 
ly the Pope himself had made all 
preparations for death. Unsatisfied 
with this exhibition of vitality, he 
transacted businesa and received four 
cardinals, with whom he talked in 
an animated way. In fact, Popo 
Leo's record for yesterday, little of 
Which appeared in last night’s offi- 
cial bulletin, would be incredible if 
it were not confirmed by the doctors 
and cardinals present in the sick 
chamber. None seemed more per- 
plexed that the doctors themselves. 
Dr. Lapponi said frankly: ‘I cannot 
imagine how the Pope manages to 
keep alive.’* 

May Die at Any Moment. 


‘According to the physicians the 
Pontiff may die at any moment, even 
fn the midst of one of those extra- 
ordinary intervals when his mind 
and body present a comparatively 
sound appearance, All those around 
the patient have long since ceased 
to hold definite opinions regarding 
the duration of the Pontiff's exist- 
ence. The slow but progressive di- 
minution of the strength of the au- 
gust patient foretells the approaching 
end of the struggle with death, but 
the doctors will not venture to pre- 
dict how near the end is, Constant 
relapses, they say, such as created 
alarm carly yesterday, are gradually 
wearing down the Pope’s constitu- 
tion, which seems immune from any 
specific disease. Most persons are 
inclined to the idea that Pope Leo 
may go through perhaps two or 
three repetitions of yesterday’s ups 
and downs, till, as Dr. Rossoni puts 
it, ‘this pulse stops for ever.’’ 


Cai efthe End. 


Threo causes may accelerate the 
end, viz., continued inability to take 
nourishment, which was exhibited 
yesterday; sudden heart failure, or 
the progression of pleuria disease. 

The Pope himself yesterday after- 
noon ordered the four cardinals to 
be admitted and received them 
standing. Ile, who is supposed to 
be at the point of death, saying: 
*Pleaso be seated." He recounted 
the impressive ceremony of the 
morning, when he received the benc- 
diction of the Franciscan order. 
The cardinals informed him of tho 
world-wide prayers for his life. Popo 
Leo answered that he was much 
gratifiod, but that he was ready for 
his final departure, concluding by 
saying: ‘‘God’s will be done.” 

Controversy Over Embalming. 

Iiven more striking was tho 
Pope's interview with his secretary, 
Monsignor Angeli. His MWoliness 
sent’ for him, saying he wished 
to see certain papers, which the sec- 
retary brought. ‘Thon, after a short 
explanation, Mgr. Angeli wished to 
get the Pope's decision on a matter, 
but Pope Leo said: ‘‘Well, well, not 
to-day, We will do that some other 
1ime.’’ A curious controversy {s pro- 
ceeding between the Vatican medical 
body composed of ten doctors of les- 
ser importance than Dr. Lapponi, 
and seyéral foreign physicians over 
the embalming of Pope Leo’s body, 
Several foreigners having offered pro- 
cesses of embalming, each more won- 
derful than the other. The Papal 
doctors unearthed bulls giving the 
right to embalm the Pope solely to 
‘ha Vatican medical body. 


Norwegian Unloading. 

Quebec, July 15.—The Allan steam- 
er Norwegian, which recently went 
ashore at Cape Ray, arrived in port 
Monday evening, and is moored at 
the company’s wharf, where she be- 
gan to discharge cargo from the af- 
ter-hold yesterday morning, The 
damage done to the Norwegian Ss 
not so great as anticipated. Capt. 
Whitney, in command of the ship, 
says that the vessel only requires 
three or four now plates, and the re- 
pairs ought to be made within three 
days. 

The Late Justice Armour. 

London, July 16.—Tho body of

Clause 75 makes it an offence pun- 
ishable by six months imprisonment 
or by a fine or both to deprive any 
person of his employment, to prevent 
any other person from being employ- 
ed, whether by himself or another, 
or to obstruct or to annoy any other 
person or his employer, because 
such person is an officer or a man of 
the active militia or to dissuade any 
other person from enlisting in the 
active militia by threat of injury to 
him in case he should enlist. 

Dr. Sproule raised a question as 
to the constitutionality of the ad- 
journment on Friday last, when nei- 
ther the Speoker nor ‘the Deputy 
Speaker was present, and an amusing 
discussion ensued.

A MINE EXPLOSION. | 


Thirteen Chinese Youd in No. 6 Mine of 
the Wellington Colliery Oo. 


Victoria, B.C,, July 17.—Thirtecn 
Chinese miners are dead as a result 
of an explosion at No. 6 mine of the 
Wellington Colliery Company at Cum- 
berland. Since the strike, few white 
men havo been at work in this mine, 
and at the timo of the explosion 
there was but one white boss with 
fifty Chinamen working. ‘The boss 
and tnirty-one Chinese got out safe 
ly, but twelve were killed outright, 
one died later and the others are 
severely burned. Manager Matthews, 
Overman Short and Mine Managers 
Walker and Kelsey descended to tho 
pit and soon recovered the bodies, 
Kelsey, however, narrowly escaping 
being overcome by alter-damp, af 

The explosion was due to the igni- 
tion of gas in one of the lower work- 
ings. ‘The cause is unknown, as all 
men employed in No. 6 mine were 
compelled to use safety lamps on ac- 
count of its gaseous state. There 1s 
no injury to the mine apparent at 
the mouth of the pit, and, nothing 
was known of the disaster until the 
cage was run up with two frightened 
Chinese, who told of a fire. 

This is the same mine in which the 
explosion occurred in Webruary, 
1902, in which sixty-four lives were 
lost.

A serious accident occurred while 
Their Majesties were subsequently 
driving to tho Victoria Hospital, 
which they opened yesterday. A peas- 
ant woman succecded in passing the 
cordon of troops and rushed towards 
the royal carriage. She was knock 
ed down and fell beneath tho wheels, 
which passed over her body.

BLIGHT AND ROT CAN EASILY BE 
PREVENTED

And the Yield Largely Increased by the 
Use of Bordeaux Mixture. 

‘A press letter from the Horticul- 
Purist, at the Central Experimental 
farm, Obtawa, says: { 

Notwithstanding the fact that year 
after year the potatoe crop in Canada 
fs very much lessened by blight and 
rot, and that this blight-can bo pre- 
vented to a, large extent by spraying, 
comparatively few) farmers spray 
their potatoes to prevent this disease, 
it has been known'for about eighteen 
yeyars that Bordeaux mixture will 
preyent the blight, and it has been 
frequently demonstrated by experi- 
menters and by other growers of po- 
tatoes that the crop is much increased 
by spraying. Im order, hoivever, to 
get potatos grofvers to spmy it is 
meoessary to keep constantly demon- 
ptrating the value of it, The results 
of the tests made at the Central Ex- 
pperimental Farm, Ottawa, in 1902 
Jand 1903 should be sufficient to in- 
duce everyone who lives in a disease 
fnfected district to spray. L 

In 1901 cight varieties were tested. 
@he average increase in yield per acre 
of the eight varieties where sprayed 
qwas 94 bushels. In one variety, how- 
ever, there was an imcrease of 171 
bushels, and in another 155 bushels 
per acre. Un 1902, eleven varieties 
were tested. The average increase in 
yield of marketable potatoes, where 
sprayed, was 120 bushels per acre, the 
yield per acre of marketable potatoes 
from the sprayed being 310 bushels 
12 pounds per acre, and from the un- 
@prayed 189 bushels 54 pounds. The 
post of the bluestone, which ig the 
pTincipal expense, wos $7.98 per acre, 
or 114 pounds at 7 cents per pound in 
spraying large areas the cost would 
be less. At 40 cents a bushel an in- 
crease of 120 bushels per acre would 
mean $48, or after deducting the cost 
of the bluestone, about $40.

THE DOMESTIC PROBLEM 


Suggestions looking to the Solution of 
Great Difficulty. 

M. H. S., Toronto, writes to the 
Globe; In viewol the great difficulty 
experienced by many in securing 
maids—and the trouble appeara ta be 
Increasing — I §end| you the following 
suggestions. i have frequently won- 
dored why the plan has mot been 
adopted before. The item! of saving 
in fuel alone would be interesting 
enough to attract tenants; | 

Build, say, twenty houses, some de- 
tached and some semi-detached ; each 
one to be complete im itself, ag pregent; 
style houses are built. The centnal 
one to be used ag a restaurant and 
also ta contain (furnaces sufficient 
to heat the twenty houses, using eith- 
er steam or hot water. The owner 
of the houses to control leasing of 
restaurant, thereby being in a posi- 
tion to. ensure proper service. The 
restaurant to supply meal tickets at 
a rate sufficient to induce patronage, 
as many hotels mow do. The tenants 
could then take meals desired at reg- 
taurant, and pprepare any others re- 
quited in their owh houses. 

Taking twenty families, with, say, 
an average of five to each family, 
would give ope hundred people, and 
probably an average atterdance at 
each meal of fifty or sixty. This 
should bo a fair estimate, and should 
enable the proprietor of the res- 
taurant to figure accordingly. The 
tenamts would then be in a position 
to dispense entirely with a seryant, 
which at present ig a most serious 
question. Also, mo furnace to attend 
or coal to supply. Cooking, when de- 
sired to be done with gas. Washing 
to be sent aut or done in house ag 
desited, which would leave only ihe 
lighver duties for the mistress, 

Tho heating would be included in 
the rental, as is)mow done when flats 
are used. 3 

The idea should appeal to inyestors, 

8 even (allowing for the possibilty 
of not proving a decided success, ‘ihe 
houses would ibe just:as desirable for 
renting purposes ag ordinary dwell- 
ings, the only change being a fur- 
naco placed in each, and the one used 
for restaurants to be rearranged for 
a dwelling. 

Tho two greatest items of expense 
and trouble to the majority of ifam- 
ilies to-day are the servant girl ques- 
tion and the coal bill, with the conse- 
quent ‘trouble and dirt of the cook- 
ing stoye and furnaces, 

Heating a large area from a cen- 
tral furnace, is quite deasible, as 
Whole squares are similarly treated 
in mamy places in the United States:

TIMELY NOTE OF WARNING. 


Montreal Exporters Say Cheese of 
Finest Quality Is Scorce—The 
Inspector's Advice. 

Mr. H. Howio, mille and cheese im- 
speotor, issues the following mote of 
warning to checse-makers; ; 

“I havo just received several letlerg 
from Montreal oxponters, stating they 
havo only received a very few lots; of 
pheese, clean im Mavor, called finest 
for keepers, Where dors the fault Lie, 
pith ‘the producer of the raw, mo- 
terial, or the cheese-maker, because of 
his incompetemey, ar becauge he hag 
not ithe proper structure equipped for 
manufacturing fancy goods 

“Scores of cheese factories are being 
built on eross roads, poorly equipped, 
with no facilities far controlling the 
temperatures and only oheap men are 
engaged for suph factories, because a, 
first-class choese-maker will not run 
the risk of ruining his reputation as a 
oheese-maker by manufacturing jn 
such a building. This ia not the only 
fault, The third-class man is reach- 
ing out his hand ready to receive the 


; faulty patron's milk, because\he lives 


on the far end of the nouteand there 
is a cheese factory in that vicinity, 
and he isafraid if he returns it he will 
lose his patronage. This is called the 
grab game system. , 

“Jam sorry ta gay there is a wrong 
impression prevailing among the 
patrons of cheese factories, regarding 
the inspectors dutiey, Many think 
we are in the coumtry in the direct 
interest of the mapufacturer and 
pheese-makers, i @m sorry ‘such a 
thing exists. cam assure you the 
instructions given the imstructors by 
the Eastern Ontario Dairymen’s As- 
pociation, with G, G. Publow,ag mana- 
ger, are fur from this. It is our duty 
to instruct the patremon the care and 
handling of milk €or cheese factories 
for making fancy goods. eon} 

“By milking amd handling the milk 
in a nice, suitable place, wihere~ the 
atmosphere is pure, straining, aerat- 
ing and cooling, you Will comply with 
all tho rules and regulations govern- 
ing cheese factories, and without this 
is carried on in the proper manner 
you are only doing an injury to your- 
self by causing a larger number of 
pounds of milk per pound of} cheese, 
You are alsa financially affecting 
your brother patron’s pocket ag well 
as your owm, and I can’ assurefi. you 
thot you must not expect fancy prices 
for sich gopds.

Young Convict to Be Tried for 
the Crime at Calgary. 


| HAS AN UNENVIABLE RECORD. 


Ernest Cashel, Now Uuder Sentence in 
Stemy Mountain Fenitentiary, Said to 
Wave Murdered 2 Farmer Named 
Belt, Who Lived in Tail Creek— 


Bensational Criminal Carcer 


of a Man Not Yet of Age. 


Calgary, N.W.T., July 29.—Drnest 
Cashel, at present under sentence jn 
Stony Mountain, is now charged 
With the murder of a farmer named 
Belt, who lived in Tail Oreck, some 
miles east of Sedder. The alleged 
murder was committed last autumn. 
Cashel {s a young man not yet of 
age. We came down from Ponoka, 
and while here passed a worthless 
cheque upon one of the merchants 
here. Chief English went north and 
arrested the young man near his 
home and brought him down. ‘This 
Bide of Red River the young fellow 
jumped through a window when the 
train was running at full speed and 
escaped. 

For some weeks there was a merry 
chase, but he was finally gathered jn 
by the police. He came before the 
authorities and was sentenced on 
charges of forgery and horse sten- 
ing, and on another charge. After 
hig sentence he created a scene in 
the city driving to the barracks 
Wrapped {n his mother’s arms, both 
weeping audibly. 

Shortly after (he escape of Cashel 


the man Belt disappeared. He went 
suddenly, and there was not the 
slightest indication of his where- 


abouts. Irom the fact that Cashel 
had been seen in the district and that 
later he had in his possession a horse 
and saddle belonging to the missing 
man, it is believed, that he knew 
something of his whereabouts. But 
nothing in tho way of a charge could 


be made unt{l the man or his body 
was found. 
The police then began to make a 


Search. A large reward was offered 
for the recovery of tho body. A very 
close search was made of Tail Creek 
from end to end. Until] last week 
there was no trace of the missing 
man. Then some people nenr the 
mouth came upon the dead body of a 
man. “_ 

An inquest was held, and a rela- 
tive of the missing man positively 
identified him as the man Delt. A 
bullet was found in his shoulder. 
The coroner’s jury, which was Bum- 
moned, listened to some of the eyi- 
dence which the police had secured, 
and brought in a verdict of wilful 
Tourder. The preliminary investiga- 
sion will be held in Calgary or a 
Deer, probably in Calgary, as soen 
as the prisoner Cashel can be brought 
here from the penitentiary. Cashe) 
eriginally came {rom Montane.

Dundalk, July 29.—About 9.80 
yesterday morning this village was 
visited by one of the most disastrous 
fires in the history of Dundalk. The 
fire started in McFarland & Rich- 
ard’s general store in the Dell block, 
Who lost all their stock, partly cov- 
ered by insurance. 

Besides the above frm the follow- 
ing parties did business in the Boll 
block: Wm. Lucas & Co., bankers ;

With impressive services the body | 
will be interred this evening in a 
sarcophagus at St. Peter's, where it 
will remain until taken to its final 
resting place, in the Church of Sst. 
John Lateran. 

Italian soldiers again yesterday 
preserved order inside St. Peter's. 
The day was notable for the solemn 
masses celebrated for the repose of 
the soul of the late Pope in St. Pe- 
ter’s, which was largely attended, 
despite the pathetic ceremony which 
was occurring at the Basilica.

Government Has an Open Mind 
on the Fiscal Question. 


PUT THE COLONIES FIRST.

London, July 24.—The educational 
campaign on the tariff question, which 
Colonial Secretary Chamberlain has 
vigorously launched by means of leaf- 
lots and circulars issued under his 
supervision, though not bearing his 
name, came in fer serious cmucism 
in the House of Lord yesterday al- 
ternoon, 

Bar] Spencer, the Liberal leader in 
that House, complained that Mp», 
Chamberlain, was practically violat- 
ing the Government agrecnent, 
namely, that the fiscal discussion 
should be postponed until October.

FELL OFF STEAMER MACASSA

Mrs: Hoy, who had been ill 
some time was taking oa trip 
Hamilton intending to return by the 
6 o'clock bout. Having expressed a 
wish to go to the stern of the boat 
sho left her attendants. Shortly af- 
ter the warning cry of “‘man over- 
board'’ brought the attention of 
those on deck to Mrs, Woy strug- 
gling in the water. The steamer 
righted about, and in ten minutes 
after the alarm had been given sho 
was picked up and brought aboard, 
Lite was still manifest, but from the 
shock of falling from such a height, 
alded by the large quantity of water 
she swallowed, all efforts to resusci- 
tate her were unavailing. Mrs. Foy 
died before reaching Hamilton, The 
sad affair occurred Just after tho Ma- 
cassa had passed Oakville. 

Miss Pringle, who at first gave the 
name of the drowned lady as Mrs.

RUSSIA’S CYNICAL EXCUSE. 


St. Petesburg Correspondent Says There 
Is No Likelihood of War If Russia Has 
to Take the Initiative—Fioancial 
Ronasons and Important Domes- 
tio Reforms Engrossing tho 
Attention of Russians. 


London, July 25.—A desyutch to 
Router’s Telegram Company fiom St, 
Petersburg, dated July 20, says: 
“The attitude of Japan and tho war- 
like tone of the majority of the Jap- 
nese press have attracted much at- 
tention in official circles here. It is 
doclared by the best informed people 
that there 4s no likeliliocd of war, 
certainly not upon Russia’s initia- 
tive. It is said that Russia has ev- 
ery motive for desiring peace, chiof- 
jy for financial reasons, with which 
|re wound up desire for extensive 
comestic reforms which the Govern- 
ment onsiders the most cflacious 
Manner of disarming aintcrnal dis- 
content and nipping tho revolution- 
ary propaganda in the bud. 

“It 4s believed to be urpossible 
from the Russian view point for Ja- 
Pan to embark in wu ccrtest with 
Russia single-handed, and it is not 
thought sho will secure the mater{al 
support of Great Britain or the 
United States. 

“Nevertheless Russia is taking ev- 
ery precaution to strengthen her mi)- 
itary and naval position in the Or- 
ient, believing this to be tho surest 
Means of discouraging Japurese ag- 
gressions. 

“M. Lessar’s Port Arthur confer- 
ence is said to have deslt chiefly 
With these measures, thougn they aro 
declared to be entiroly precaution- 
ary, war being the furthest thing 
from the wishes of the Russian Goy- 
ernment.’

NEW PACIFIC ROAD. 


THE REDISTRIBUTION BILL, 


Important Measures Bofore the House of 
Commons—Boanty on Binder Twino— 
Tho Mensure Advanced to a Third 
Hending—Grand frank Paolflo 
Poltoy Not Yet Announced— 
Grain Act Amendment. 


Ottawa, July 16.—The details of 
tho contract between the Government 
and the Grand Trunk Company for 
the construction of tho new transcon- 
tinental line formed tho subject of 
discussion last night at a conference 
4n Sir Wilfrid Lourier's room. The 
Primo Minister himself was not pre- 
sent, but Hon. Chas. Fitzpatrick re- 
Presented the Government. On be- 
half of the Grand Trunk there wero 
present: Messrs. ©, M. Hays, Wm. 
Wainwright; G. FP, Shepley, K. 0., 
Toronto; F. H. Chrysler, K. 0., Ot- 
tawa, ond W. H. Biggor, K. ©., 
Montreal. It is understood that tho 
contract was thoroughly discussed 
and finally recelyed the approval of 
the Grand Trunk officials. Notice of 
tho Government's propsition will bo 
given between now and the next 
meeting of the House, and Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier will early next week 
make a detailed statement of tho 
Government's policy. 


THE HOUSE PROCEEDINGS. 


The Redistribution Bill Brought Down 
and Will Seon Be Discussed. 


Ottawa, July 25.—Mr. Sifton in- 
troduced a bill/in the House yester- 
day to amend the Manitoba Grain 
Act of 1900. 

Deputy Commissioners are to be 
appointed to assist the grain com- 
missioners, buyers are to take out 
licenses, a time limit is to be placed 
on warchouse occupation, and own- 
ers of grain in elevators are to have 
power to order cars for shipment. 
The bill was read a first time. 

Mr. Borden asked whether the per- 
sonal of the Treadgold concession 
commission had been determined up- 
on. 

Mr. Sifton replied that the Tread- 
gold Commissioners would be Judge 
Britton and B. T. A. Bell, secretary 
of tho Canadian Mining Institute. 

The Prime Minister laid on the 
tablo of tho House a letter in which 
Sir William Van Horne declined to 
act as chairman of the proposed 
transportation commission. 

Mr, Borden again urged Sir Wilfrid 
to definitely inform the House as to 
when the transcontinental railway 
resolutions would be brought down. 

Sir Wilfrid replied that he expected 
to put the motion on the order Par 
per yesterday. 

Tho Redistribution Bill in its 
amended form, with the schedules o 
the various constituencies as adopted 
by the special committee, was pre- 
sented to tho House, and will be on 
the order paper for discussion at the 
first available opportunity. 

Bounty on Binder Twine. 


Mr. Fielding presented the resolu- 
tion authorizing the payment of 
bounties to Canadian manufacturers 
of binder twine. He said that for 
Some years binder twine had keen on 
tho free list, and on the whole he be- 
Jieved the iniustry jad Trospered, 
Action on the part of the Dominion 
Parliament became necessary on ac- 
count of certain legislation passed 
by the United States placing an ex- 
port duty on raw material used in 
tho manufacture of binder twine ship- 
ped from the Philippines. It was to 
compensate Canadian manvfacturers 
for the disadyantagos under which 
they are thus placed ‘n competition 
With American .nanufacturors that a 
Sounty equal tu the exnort duty was 
to be paid them. Tho \ounty will be 
@oual to tha amount vaid aa oxnart 
duty in the FtHillppInes on Manila 
binder twine in Canada. The bounty 
is limiled to three-ciziths of ao cent 
Per pound on the Manila fibre used 
in tho manufacturo of binder twine. 
About fifteen million pounds of bin- 
der twine were imported from tho 
United States last year, while there 
Were practically no exports, 

Hon. J. Israel Tarte said that for 
tho past two years the binder twine 
industry in Canada has lived by fay- 
or of the American manufacturers, 
They were required to limit, their 
Production under penalty of having 
the Canadian market made u slaugh- 
ter-house by tho Americaa rival. 
“What we want is a protection pol- 
icy. Canadians should not be called 
upon to take money from their 
pockets and pny it over to in- 
dividuals, As was stated once 
before this policy is an expedient, 
not a principle, and it is not cal- 
culated to inspire confidence in our 
manufacturers, r 

Mr. W. I. Maclean said the coun- 
try would hear with rogret tho an- 
mouncement of the Minister of TFi- 
mance that the Government would do 
nothing more along the line of tariff 
revision than pay bounties on binder 
twine, lead and steel. The United 
States, he said, had reached the 
crest of the wave, and that nation 
was preparing to make a slaughter 
houso of Canada. Bvery offort would 
he mado to break down tho Canadian 
tariff and turn tho Ganadjan market 
over to the American manufacturers. 
This was on alarming situation, and 
®wo should have an out and out Pro- 
tection policy, 

Mr. Roche of Halifax urged that it 
was not desirable to invite reprisals 
from tho United States. Increasing 
the duty on binder twine, he feared, 
would lead to that result, ond tho 
principle of bounties was, therefore, 
the ono which should be applied, 

Mr. Clarke said ho would apply o 
customa duty that would give the 
farinors of Canada binder twino at 
ten cents, instead of fourteen cents, 
which they pay now. 

Dr, Sproule sald the payment of 
the bounty would merely put tho Ca- 
nodian manufacturer on the same 
level as the American manufacturer. 
it Was nothing more than a hair Way, 
Measure. Americans would be still 
in a position to throw their twino 
into Canada, 

Mr. John Charlton upheld the Goy-

NOT AN UNKNOWN LAND. 


ROUTE OF CRAND TRUNK PACIFIC 
HAS BEEN EXPLORED. 


Some Idea of the Fertility of the Soll 
and Timber and Mineral Value 
of Great Northland. 

Pending the publication of the 
Grand Trumk Pacific agreement in 
detail, it is possible ta clear up some 
of the misconceptions and correct 
some of the mistepresentations that 
do daty as objections to the project, 
irrespective of its specific features. 
One of those moat érequently re- 
sorted to and most strenuously urged 
is the assumption and allegation that 
the new ‘transcontinental railway is 
to be constructed through an “un- 
jmown country,” and that all esti- 
mates, alike of cost and of revenue, 
must, therefore, be untrustworthy. 
The disproaf of this assertion is easy 
and complete. 

Assuming that the Grand Trunk 
Pacific is to run ¢rom Port Simpson 
to Moncton, by way of Winnipcg, 
Abittibi, and Quebec, it is safe to 
say that there are not five hundred 
miles of the line unfamiliar ta sur- 
yeyors, while much of it is sufficient- 
ly well knowm tol enable construction 
to begin as scon as contracts can be 
advertised and awarded. This is es- 
pecially true of the Grand Trunk 
half of the undertaking, from Winni- 
peg to the Pacific coast. Bor thirty 
years every pass through the Rocky 
Mountains and every available route 
across British Columbia have been 
definitely ascentained as to grades, 
distances and termini.

Agaimsit this abnegation of 
lajyy Judge Thomas quoted statistics 
to show that during the three yearg 
of the Boer war the total tosses of the 
British army, including deaths from 
disease, were 22,000, while the homi- 
cides in the Umited States numbered 
81,395. During the same period the 
number killed by railway accidents 
mounted to 21,847. From these fig- 
ures he drew the astounding reflec- 
tion that the average citizen is in 
more danger of beling murdered than 
killed by railway accident. Yet many 
people when about to journey by rail 
purchase am accident insurance policy, 
not knowing that their security from 
death has been increased one-third by 
going away froin home on business.
